On the back of it you will find an index listing ail tokens 
reported in Catalogue Supplements during the year.

My trip to the West Coast by Amtrak was, amazing to relate, one of the 
best I have ever taken. Heading west, it was 15® Below Zero In Chicago on 
December 21, so cold the switches were frozen and they had difficulty bringing 
the trains Into Union Station. The station was cold and jam-packed with 
wall-to-wall people waiting for delayed trains. Finally the "Empire Builder" was 
brought in, and we left 3 hours late. But the important thing was that the train 
was warm and comfortable the entire trip, even though it was 40® Below Zero 
in Minnesota and North Dakota that night. We arrived 6 hours late in warm 
sunny Seattle where it was 60®. A wonderful trip. 1 never mind being late 
if I'm comfortable. For the return trip, after a brief visit In California with 
Ha! S Louise Ford and a perfect trip south on the "Coast Starlight" (which' 
arrived right on the minute), I headed east on the "California Zephyr." It was 
warm, comfortable, the food was good, and it arrived In Chicago right on time. 
The "l.akeshore Limited" arrived in Boston right on time as well, after a 
delightful warm comfortable ride. The whole western excursion was pleasant, 
making it one of the nicest Christmases I have enjoyed. 
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Awaiting my arrival in Tacoma was a letter from Foster Palmer, describing 
his extensive travels in 1989. Of special interest was the new light rail iine 
in Guadalajara, Mexico, that he rode. The line is 151 km in length, has 19 
stations, and operates 16 electric rapid transit trains. From our perspective the 
chief attraction is that they use tokens, and Foster sent me a couple. I am 
putting 2x enlarged photos of both sides of the new Guadalajara token below. 
It is 22mm and white metal, or something with a nickel-plating, Foster didn't 
mention the rate of fare. 



A while back we learned that TARC of Louisville had instituted use of a 
rubber-tired “toonerville .trolley" in 1987 and issued tokens for it, as well ' as 
a bronze commemorative medal. However it was decided to charge no fare, so 
there was no use for the tokens which were held In storage pending the use 
of fares. In December I wrote them to see if 5 could persuade them to let me 
have one of the tokens. Not only did they accommodate me with the token, which 
is reproduced below, 2x enlarged, they also sent me one of the beautiful bronze 
38mm medals that picture the trolley. The trolley is very popular, and probably 
the free ride situation will continue, which means the tokens won't be used. 1 
plan to write again and ,see If they would seSl us enough for our New Issues 
Service (enough of the tokens, that is; not the medals). 



Paul Elms writes from Tucson of his amazing good fortune. For just $2 
he purchased a bunch of tokens including W! 180 E (cat. $40) and an unlisted 
unique depotel like MS 595 D (listed December 1986) except that Paul's token 
lacks the word "cigar" on reverse. His token simply says "...the best lO*? on 
the market". As Paul put it, and 1 agree with him, "Best $2 1 ever spent." 

Rich Hartzog picked up a token, made of bronze and 25mm, picturing a 
carousel horse on one side with "I Rode The Carousel" on the same side, and 
The Childrens /Museum of/ Indianapolis/ 30th and Meridian on the other side. Can 
any of our Indianapolis constituents see what this is for us? In the same category 
is a \VM 25mm token reported by Hector Turgeon (unknown origin): Ride 
Our / Merry-Go" Round (carousel) //Circus /Playhouse /Restaurant /Birthdays Are #1/No 
Cash Value/Famiiy Fun/Delicious Food/Great Entertainment. Hector got 7 of them 
from a coin dealer but has no idea what it's good for. 
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I mentSoned iast month that Pittsburgh was planning to issue a token for 
use on its inclined planes. The token went into use January 1, and 197,102 
were struck by Osborne Coinage Co. Gerald Riedel sent me a token and some 
good background information. The token is good only to ride the Duquesne 
Incline, or the Monongaheia Incline. These are pictured on either side of the 

new 29mm brass token, which is a real beauty. They are sold at the rate of 
6 for $5.00, but you can also buy rolls Of 20 for $14.00. 1 am reproducing an 

exact-size photocopy of the token below, but it doesn't begin to do justice to the 
fine detailed beauty of the tokens. We shall definitely have a supply of this 
one for members of the New Issues Service.

To the right of the inciihed Plane token Is Unidentified #224, reported by Roger 
Bolz and listed this month. This is an exact-size photocopy of the obverse. 
The reverse is blank. The 38mm token has black printing on orange cardboard. 

Arthur D. Jordan of Flourtown, PA, sends some clippings from Philadelphia 
newspapers (the Inquirer) reporting that - SEPTA has put 500,000 more tokens 
into circulation (PA 750 AX), on top of the approximately 6,000,000 of them 

already in use. As this was a new order, it's possible the token differs slightly 

from the previous one. Members living in Philadelphia might want to check any 
shiny examples of 750 AX to see if they differ. They've been having considerable 
trouble in Philadelphia because of fare controversies. Recently a court order 
required SEPTA to reduce fares from $1 to 85<?. This has resulted in lots of 
token hoarding by people who assume the fare will soon go up again. Meantime, 
to discourage hoarding, SEPTA has ordered twelve million new, and different, 
turnstile tokens from Osborne Coinage Co, The new token wilt have a magnetic 
strip In it, similar to so many other recently issued tokens. They expect to 
introduce the new magnetic token about April. At that time there will be a brief 
period when both old and new tokens will be accepted. Then the old ones will 
cease to be valid, and only the new magnetic ones will be good. Members in the 
SEPTA area will no doubt report the new token when it arrives. 

NYCTA in New York City has just put into use ten mllHon more tokens just 

like NY 630 BE, except that the new tokens (struck in 1989) do not have the 
tiny letters "sjd" on reverse. So we have a new listing here, and it may not 
be that easy to get them for New Issues because probably they've already mixed 
in the new ones with the fifty million 630 BE's previously in circulation. My thanks 
to Gregory Campolo for reporting the new one and sending me a specimen. 
Thanks also to David Feuerman for reporting the same token to Hal Ford. 

Bill Coleman of Richland, WA, reports a 26mm brass overseas token that 
appears to be German in origin; JHLE-BRUCHSAL/MINi-SKOOTER/JB (in circle)// 
SACHS/MINI-SKOOTER. If anyone recognizes it please let us know. 

Peter Jacobsen sends a set of 5 tokens inscribed on Obv : "Roger Williams 
Mint/'The Source For Tokens' /Attleboro, Mass, /508-266-3310/800-225-2734". On 
reverse they have various sizes, such as ".880 Token". The brass tokens come 
in 5 sizes. These are sizing tokens put out by several token manufacturers. 
They are not manufacturers' samples so we don't list them as such. Still, they 
are interesting to have.

THE BARNESVILLE & HENDRYSBURG TURNPIKE OF OHIO 

When Bill Adams discovers an unlisted token he always does 
a thorough job of researching it. Such was the case when, a few 
months ago, he found a third variety of token for the B. & H. Pike. 
Previously listed is a 12« variety (OH 45 A), and an "8" (OH 45 
B, listed 9/87). Coroes now a 25mm one with the numeral "4" on it, 
listed this month as OH 45 C. 

Bill communicated with people in the Barnesville area, but 
found very little on this particular turnpike. He did learn that 
a man named Ezekiel Bundy, born 1807 and died 1874, served as 
Surveyor and Engineer for three turnpikes in Belmont County, Ohio: 
the Barnesville & Somerton Pike, the Barnesville & Hendrysburg, 
and the St. Clairsville & Warnock, But that was. about all he 
was able to learn. 

On the other hand. Bill was sent an article from the 
Barnesville Enterprise newspaper from the year 1968, which included 
this fascinating item: "Five tokens used in paying toll on the 

Barnesville & Somerton Pike 100 years ago and longer are being 
loaned to the Belmont County Historical Museum here by George and 
Ethel Ackerman of Somerton. Mounted on white cardboard, the copper 
tokens, which are about the size of a quarter, are in denominations 
of 8, 10, 12, 20, and 25 cents." From the same clipping we learn 

that the last tollhouse on that particular turnpike was demolished 
in 1944. 

I don't recall seeing anything previously about tokens for 
the Barnesville & Somerton Pike. I wonder whatever happened to 
these five tokens, which were lent to the museum 22 years ago. 

A final piece of intelligence from the same article in 1968: 
It seems that the turnpike roadbed consisted of limestone "about 
the size of an egg or smaller." Large limestone boulders would be 
broken up for this purpose, and often those who performed this chore 
were prisoners from the Barnesville jail who worked off their fines 
in this manner. Apparently they stopped collecting tolls on the 
road about 1910. As for the old tollhouse itself, we are told that 
"The late Alex Moore, a trustee of Warren township for many years, 
bought the old toll house some time between 1912 and 1915 and used 
it as a storage for fertilizer which he sold. He paid $20 for the 
building. When it was torn down his daughter gave the lumber away 
as pay for tearing it down and removing it." 

From a book by Bruce A. Yarnall, Somerton Area Heritage , 
published about 1986, we are told that the Barnesville-Somerton 
Pike tokens were in denominations of 2<^ , 5^, and 25<:, stamped with 
the value on one side and "B & S PIKE" on the other side. 1 wonder 
what happened to them.

The story of the Coronado woodnicks and how supplies were finally 
obtained is an epic. After Glen Williams found one of them, and was 
unable to obtain quantities. Bill Garrison went to work. He made 15 
phone calls (from Illinois) and wrote two letters, but didn’t connect 
until he was able to visit the place in person. What he learned is 
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that the tokens were issued by a previous owner who has since sold the 
operation to the present proprietor. Marine Engineering., Tokens were 
used only in 1987 for four months, and were worth a one-dpllar ride. 

They were probably distributed to patrons of each of the 3 facilities 
mentioned on the reverses . "The Lan4ing”‘ is a condominium. The New 
Issues Service will distribute the “G*' token to its members, but Bill 
was only able to secure limited quantities of the other two, so if 
you want the A and B, Bill will sell them @ $1 apiece +SAE, first come 
first served (9505 Normandy Ave. - Morton Grove, IL 60053), 

The Torrance token will be distributed by N.I.S. to its members. 

It is used in connection with a fare card as part of an "Air Quality 
Ride Share Promotion." Companies with 100 or more employees buy the 
tokens for distribution to their employees. Cash value is SOp. Tor- 
rance Transit has been in existence since January 20, 1940. Apparently 
the tokens are jamming the fare boxes, however, so their future is un- 
certain. 

Dr. Chibbaro offered the two Yates Center tokens, which we pre- 
sume to be depotel-type tokens, for trade only in the ATGO journal. 

The "B" token is also in the Tom Wall auction of Lee Schumacher's cbl- 
lection. Tony Chibbaro was kind enough to send rubbings of his tokens, 
so we are able to list them. We hope to list other tokens from the 
Schumacher collection if their new owners, following the auction, will 
send us rubbings. We do need rubbings in order to list a token. 

The new token for the Barnesville & Hendrysburg Pike, in Belmont 
County, Ohio, was discovered by Bill Adams in the past year, and is 
the 3rd token from this Pike that we know about. Bill's investiga- 
tions indicate the Pike was started around the year 1868. 

John Byars sends us some valuable information about the Harris 
County Toll Road token, which was pictured on page 120 of the October 
1989 Fare Box. The token is used only on the Sam Houston Tollway, 
good for 75C toll. Tokens are sold by the Toll Road Authority in rolls 
of 20 for $15.00. However the Town & Country Mall, situated at the 
intersection if I-IO and the Sam Houston Tollway, will sell tokens at 
sop each (presumably to encourage patronage) in quantities up to 50 
tokens at one time. The Authority also operates the Hardy Toll Road, 
on which toll is $1, and they used Susan B. Anthony dollars instead 
of tokens on this one. Bill Garrison has obtained a quantity for the 
New Issues Service, which will distribute them to its members. 

John Coffee mentioned the Unidentified #224 on the front page of 
the December issue. He also mentioned the new Aquabus tokens on the 
same page (BC 800 S) , As we’ve only seen the S token, that's the one 
we list. Soon as we get the other one, that will also be listed. 

Last month we listed NY 630 BH, the Roosevelt Island Tramway tok- 
en, but without value. Since then Steve Album and Gregory Campolo have 
confirmed that the token is good for $1.25 fare. 

I recently picked up an interesting item and wonder if anyone can 
identify its use. The token/coin is WM 21 Sd; INSTITUTO NACIOKAL DE TUR- 
ISM0/i98l CUBA/ (HUMMINGBIRD)// 10 1NTUR/DIE2 CENTAVOS (PALM TREE LOGO). 

Steve Ratliff reports that CocaCola in Pensacola, FL, recently rhn 
a promotion using bottle cap liners with various inscriptions indicating 
they were good for, among other things, amusement rides. Interesting, 
but not lis table tokens of course. Similar pr.omotions have been used 
in other cities as well, at various times.

By Kennetb^E , ^Smi th ^ ^ ,.r 

On December 13,1989 the southern California representative of our 
A.V.A. printers visited me and picked up the complete final typed 
copy of the latest world transportation catalog and it is now back in 
the midwest being printed and cloth bound copies should arrive here 
about March 1,1990 if on schedule. In 1967 when the first World 
Transportation catalog was issued it was recognized that this would 
in the future become several catalogues. The first was in 1981 and 
covered f erry , sh i p , and canal tokens and passes. This is the second 
and is titled " CATALOGUE OF WORLD HORSECAR , HORSEOMN I BUS . STREETCAR , 

AND BUS TRANSPORTATION TOKENS EXCEPT NORTH AMERICA" dated 1990 and 
compiled and edited by Kenneth E. Smith and Kirk S. Smith. It does 
cover Mexico but only has one page on Brazil of metal tokens before 
World War II and references the new Brazil catalogue. This collector 
in Rio De Janerio has over 6000 different zone checks and knows about 
3000 more zone checks and hopes to get this book out later this year 
only on about 10,000 Brazil zone checks and recent plastic fare tokens. 
In the 1967 book as this was the first of its kind the rarity of mamy 
tokens was unknown ,or. if they were common. The prices on some that 
turned out common have only gone up a little, many are 4 to 5 times 
the 1967 prices on obsolete tokens, a few that turned out to be 
rarities went up by as much as 40 to 50 times 1967 prices. Top price 
is $2000.00 for a one only made horsecar pass. Most underlined cencus 
tokens are in the $25 to $60 range. Many A.V.A. members requested 
that I label which were horsecar , streetcar or bus tokens, and as this 
was a major revision ,we adopted for most towns the following code 
for the first column: ,

I have over 250 
different types of metal railroad passes never listed in the Farebox 
all foreigns that will be in the book plus the Railroad commemorati ves 
In The Farebox in the 1950s & 1960s I listed some railroad commemorativ 
es which will be in the book with additions. A big book. 

(2) Catalog of World amusement Park , Ci reus , and Carnival tokens which 
will list about 1000 amusement park RIDE tokens along with other 
amusement tokens and medals. 

(3) Catalog of World Bridge, toll road and Gate Tokens wi.tji lots of data 
and their COMMEMORATIVES. Lots of bridge commemorati ves .

Gene Godsoe reported the Kodak token to me a few months ago following the 
convention. It was there he had obtained his speciman. At that point, there 
was no positive attribution as to it beinga parking token. Syd Joseph has 
supplied the following information, "...it was used in a secure area of the 
Kodak plant at WINDSOR, COLORADO (the inscription CANADA is an error) some 70 
miles northeast of Denver. AIT trucks arriving at the plant for either 
pick-ups or deliveries entered the controlled security area. A token was 
issued to enter and depart. Trucks were permitted to park until their purpose 
was fulfilled and the token was used to activate a gate for exit." Syd also 
advises that the tokens have been obsolete for a few years. We thank him for 
all this background info. 

Apparently the Adrian, Michigan tokens went into use quite recently. Karl 
will try to obtain for PATNIS. 

As mentioned in the previous supplement, Bob Clifton advised of a change in 
the name of the HEALTH SCIENCE CENTER in Dallas. It is now known as UNIVERSITY 
OF TEXAS SOUTHWESTERN MEDICAL CENTER. It is not known whether our PATNIS 
manager can obtain for us, but he will try.

Not having received any response once again, I called the Clinic. (Address 
951 E. Lafayette Detroit, MI.) I was told that a magnetic card was in use 
but that tokens were never used.

In this month's Catalogue Supplement we are listing an 
attractive new park-ride token from Prince George, B.C. I am 
picturing both sides of the token below, enlarged 2x. And to the 
right is the sign that local merchants who give away the tokens 
display. The sign, as you can see, resembles the token itself. 

I wrote them and received a few tokens together with a nice letter, 
expiaining that the cartoon character pictured on the token Is called 
"Tommy Token." As the letter Informed me, "in the 14 months since 
Tommy's inception, he has become quite well known in our city by 
attending our winter carnival." 




Steve Lipshie writes to report an excellent new book by Robert C. Post, 
which is iust out: Street Railways and the Growth of Los Angeles (Golden West 
Books, P.O. Box 80250, San Marino, CA 91118-8250; $48.95 for 170 pages). It's 
expensive, but full of worthwhile Information. For instance the book has an 
enlarged photo of CA 450 A, explaining that fares on the Spring S Sixth St. RR 
Co., which issued that token, were 10^, "but tokens could be purchased at William 
J. Broderick's book and stationery store at four for a quarter and before long 
these slugs were circulating freely as coinage." The book also shows a map of 
the route covered by this horsecar line, as well as that covered by the Main 
Street 6 Agricultural Park Street RR. For years Roland Atwood listed a token, 
picturing a horsecar, issued by the latter firm. But if such a token exists, no 
living person of my acquaintance knows where It is. I suspect there is such a 
token. What a find that would be! 

Albert Hartman sends a photocopy of a fascinating display that he has. It 
is built from a plexiglas coin holder showing a map of the U.S.A. with an 18mm 
opening for each of the 50 states, plus D.C. The idea was to put a dime in each 
state's opening as you visited that state. But A! used the holder to insert a 16mm 
token from the appropriate state in each opening. The result is a nice 
conversation-piece showing how diverse and widespread our hobby is. As he 
writes, "This simple listing of 51 different transportation firms indicates the 
magnitude of the people transportation industry. When it's expanded over the 
entire span of the Atwood-Coffee Catalogue it becomes somewhat mind boggling." 

Bill Fowler sends a photocopy of a reuseable heavy cardboard rectangular 
ticket with a singular inscription: NO PROFANE OR VULGAR LANGUAGE 

ALLOWED GOOD FOR ONE RIDE F.E. HOLBEN & CO. He has no idea where 
it's from or what it was used on. But what a token it'd make, if it were round! 
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= PITTSBURGH'S INCLINE TOKENS =

PA 765 AG, Pittsburgh's hajidsome new incline token, has obviously been 
designed as a tourist souvenir piece as well as for its more routine function, a 
sort of upscale (pardon the pun) version of the old wooden nickel. Since January 
1 it has been good for a single one-way ride on either the Monongahela or 
Duquesne incline. Tokens cost $1.00 each or six for $5.00 at either incline, and 
can be purchased twenty for $14.00 at the PAT Service Center downtown. 

Both inclines are owned by the Port Authority of Allegheny County ("PAT" 
stands for Port Authority Transit), which took over all private transportation 
facilities in the area in 1964. PAT still operates the Monongahela plane directly, 
but has always leased the Duquesne for $1.00 per year to the non-profit Society 
for the Preservation of the Duquesne Heights Incline. Neither of these two funi- 
culars ever used tokens previously. 

The Monongahela has always been the oldest passenger incline in Pittsburgh, 
having opened on May 28, 1870. It runs from Carson Street near Smithfield Street 
at Station Square (the former P&LE RR station) up to Grandview Avenue and Wyo- 
ming Street in the Mt. Washington district, on a high bluff overlooking the Monpn- 
gahela River across from the downtown "Golden Triangle." The incline is 1640 
feet long, with an inclination of 38 degrees from the horizontal, giving a total 
of 384 feet of vertical climb. 

The structure was originally built mostly of wood, but was rebuilt with steel 
in 1882. On March 31, 1884, a vehicular incline was opened immediately to the 
east of the passenger structure; both were steam-operated. (A similar dual 
arrangement existed at Cincinnati's Price HiU incline, which used OH 165 G & H). 
On October 1, 1935, the vehicular incline ceased running, most of its former 

traffic now going either yia the Liberty Tubes through the hill or up to the top 
via the P.J. AcArdle Roadway, carved out of the face of the sheer bluff. At 
the same time, the drive machinery of the passenger plane was replaced by a 
modern electric system, supplied by the Otis Elevator Company. 

PAT shut down the Monongahela from July 18, 1982, to April 29, 1983, totally 
replacing the trestle structure and cars. Tourist and parking facilities were also 
improved, but the primary users are still local residents commuting to work or 
shopping downtown. 

The Duquesne incline opened on May 20, 1877. Its quaint cars are similar 
to old horsecar bodies, with arch windows and clerestory roof. Both inclines 
consist of two parallel 5’ gauge tracks of uniform grade. The Duquesne* s tracks 
are 793' long, at a 30.5~degree slope. The Monongahela's cars have three tiered 
passenger compartments at different levels (top one open); the Duquesne's car 
floors are level. The steam drive on the Duquesne was replaced by electric gear 
in 1932, but the 12' diameter main drive gear with its replaceable hard-maple teeth 
is stiU in daily use. 

In November, 1962, the Duquesne was shut down because the private 
operators could not afford to replace six badly worn sheaves guiding the cables 
through the power house. A civic group came to the rescue, and the repairs 
were completed in 1963. Because of its more remote location the Duquesne depends 
more heavily on tourist traffic, but it offers the classic view of "The Point" from 
its summit. The gift shop at the upper station is excellent, and donations to make 
up for operating deficits are most appreciated. (An inexpensive "membership" 
will also bring informative quarterly newsletters.) 

The only incline in Pittsburgh to issue its own tokens was the relatively ob- 
scure St. Clair plane, the farthest east of the inclines on the south side of the 
"Mon," (PA 765 P,Q) It ran from 1886 to 1935, from Josephine Street on the 
South Side up 370' at an average angle of ,12 degrees to Salisbury Street, two 
blocks from Arlington Avenue. 
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The tracks of the St. Clair incline were 1,962 feet in length. It was also 

known as the 22nd Street Incline, starting not far from the 22nd Street (Brady 

Street) Bridge across the Monongahela, which carried the tracks of the Pitts- 
burgh Railways’ famous "Flying Fraction," route 77/54. 

The two parallel 7* gauge tracks were laid on the ground for their entire 
length, and were not at a uniform grade. The only known photo of the cars was 
at the bottom after a runaway accident on April 6, 1909, which killed two and 
injured eight other passengers. At that time the cars simply had open level plat- 
forms for vehicles, and a small enclosed passenger cabin at one side. Earlier 

the passengers rode in a cabin on the roof over the main floor (like a ferry boat), 

but "for a short time only; it proved to be entirely too shaky to be pleasing to 
the passengers," according to a contemporary account. 

However, you could use a token for fare on a number of other Pittsburgh 
inclines. Pittsburgh Railways, the city's trolley and bus system operator, also 
owned the 17th Street (Penn) incline, the Castle Shannon (north) incline, the 
Pittsburgh (Knoxville) incline, and the Mt. Oliver incline, and the standard city 
fare, including transfer, also covered their inclines, although a single incline- 
only cash fare was less. So PA 785 X,¥,Z,AA and AB must be considered incline 
tokens as well. All of these inclines were abandoned before PAT instituted a 
system- wide fare structure, and when that included the remaining two inclines, 
tokens were no longer in use. Until now. 





THE AFRICAN VELDT RIDE TOKEN OF THE FORT WAYNE ZOO 




Above are 2x enlarged photos of obverse & reverse of a fascinating 23ram 
brass token formerly, but no longer, used at the Children's Zoo in Fort Wayne, 
Indiana. According to a letter I received from the Zoo, "These tokens were used 
for only a year or two. We modified dollar bill changers to spit out tokens, both 
as a labor-saving device and just for fun. Alas, our visitors just could not quite 
grasp the whole concept, and we abandoned the token machines for tickets and 
ticket- sellers. " The tokens were used on a small battery-powered electric bus, 
which is still running (but using tickets now). The fare was $1.00. There are 
lots of other rides at the Zoo, but this is the only one that ever used tokens. 
We're working on getting a supply of the token for the New Issues Service, and 
I anticipate no difficulty. Really a nice token, showing the vehicle on one side, 
and d giraffe's head on the other.

The few 
companies that had obsolete issues in th|e vaults in 1939 when 
occupied by the Nazis in world war II the obsolete metal tokens were 
sent to Germany for the war machine, this included german transit 
companies. In south africa I found one company that still had some 
obsolete vulcanites left but they said most were in bad shape and sold 
the lot to me--this was the Capetown Vul cani tes--they were right 
I destroyed almost 90 percent of the vulcanites they sent and still 
have a few for sale at new catalog to get my money out, if interested. 
See writeup on United Ki ngdom-Bri ti sh .they were not made in quantity 
In most countries outside U.S.A. and Canada the public in general 
has always used cardboard and paper tickets not transportation tokens.

NOTES BY HAROLD V. FORD 


We list a number of unlisted depotel type tokens that were in the Schumacher 
collection, which was recently .auctioned by Tom Wall. Tom very kindly sent us 
rubbings of ali of these tokens, inasmuch as the photos in the auction catalogue 
were enlarged. 

The Manistique, Ml, depotel token has the same obverse as Ml 595 D which 
was reported by Jim Krucki 12/86. The new listing has a similar, but still dif- 
ferent reverse. As mentioned before, this operation was circa 1907/8. 

The Pittsburgh inclined plane token was mentioned and pictured on page 
3 of the January issue. We anticipate a supply for our New issues Service soon. 

1 mentioned in comments in October, 1989, the token we now finally list as 
Unidentified #227. Bill WIHiges and Foster Palmer reported eleven different towns 
named Sparta In the U.S. Or could Sparta even be the owner's name? 

The Prince George, BC, token is both a transportation and a parking token, 
similar to several Ontario listings. Les Hill reports the address he wrote; Down- 
town Parking Commission - 1055 5th Avenue - Prince, George, B.C. V2L 5K7. 
Since few of us have Canadian stamps for a return envelope, I'd suggest you 
send them $1 plus an addressed envelope if you want to purchase one token. Post- 
age from Canada to the U.S. is 45C in their stamps. 

The Vancouver, BC, Aquabus token listed this month was actually Issued 
prior to the BC 800 S listed last month. John Coffee got an address from the 
Vancouver phone book: Aquabus Ltd. - 792 East nth - Vancouver, BC. He 
couldn't find the postcode, but sent a five dollar bill to that address and received 
back several different tokens. 

James Krucki reports that he recently acquired a brass 23mm token with a 
star-sc, inscribed CONRAD SEIPP/BR'C CO. in incuse letters on one side, with 
the other side blank. Probably a brewing company token. Or a bridge token?

He mas 73 at 
the time of his death. 


March 26. It Is gratifying to report that only a small handful of 1989 
members have failed to renew their membership. In fact this year we have had 
the highest percentage of renewals in over a decade. A good omen for an active 
year in the hobby. 

I have received the Prices Realized for the Lee Schumacher auction, 
conducted by AVA member Tom Wall. As expected, some of the prices were 
remarkable. The highest price in the auction was $1,245.00, for I A 850 F, the 
green celluloid Sioux City Cable Railway token. I got mine out of the Atwood 
collection back in 1961, but this certainly is one of the really desirable tokens 
in the book. Of equal remarkability was the $100.00 realized for PA 445 C, the 
1964 A.V.A. tour token for Harrisburg. This is the first time an AVA tour token 
has broken the $100 figure, a word to the wise about other tour tokens in years 
to come. Joel Reznick still has several different years available at issue cost, 
and ail proceeds to go our Convention Fund. Worth thinking about. Inside this 
issue I have put the Prices Realized from the Schumacher collection for all tokens 
that brought $100 or more, together with their catalogue numbers and a brief 
description. 

Speaking of this collection, those of us who picked up a few of the rare ones 
have noticed different, previously unnoted die varieties. For instance, I 
purchased the ND 260 A from Lee’s collection, the Fargo & Moorhead Street 
Railway token. The only other specimen of this token that I know of is the one 
in Hal Ford's collection, ex-Atwood. But Hal's token is quite different from mine. 
His, which is pictured on page fl08 of Volume II, has a 6-pointed star in the 
center of obverse and a circle ac bottom of obverse; Mine has a small cross in 
the center of obverse and a 5-pointed star at bottom of obverse. So let's call 
Hal's 260 Aa and mine 260 Ab.

Rafaei CappieUo writes from St. Louis that Bi-State Transit, which had 
advertised 3 tons of oid streetcar tokens [as noted in last month's Fare Box) 

has now disposed of the whole Jot. Seems that 7,600 pounds of them were 

disposed of altogether (5,100 Jb, of white metal, and 2,500 lb, of copper) and 
most went to two local scrap metal dealers at 73C per pound. But many were 
rescued by dealers who are also A.V.A. members, and in due time these will 
no doubt be offered to our members at very reasonable prices. Suffice it to 
say for the moment that the catalogue values of iViO 910 B thru O should be 
considered inaccurate. 

AVA President Phil Lavorgna sends a clipping from the Salt Lake Tribune 
that reports a new token being put into use by Utah Transit Authority in that 
city. Seems that 200,000 of the new tokens were struck, and are for sale' at 

50C each, sold in packages of ten for $5.00. The older tokens of Salt Lake City 

Lines and ULATCO will be gradually withdrawn from circulation. I don't know 
the metal of the new token but there was a picture of it in the paper, obviously 
taken at an angle, which gives it an elliptical look, which of course it does not 
really have. I am putting the newspaper's photos of the new token below, and 
hope it comes out well enough to be seen. Looks like a nice token, and Phil says 
he will secure a supply for our New Issues Service. 



That same article from Salt Lake City has a picture of a display the Auth- 
ority has put together, showing miscellaneous "foreign" tokens that have come 
in thru its fare boxes, as well as a nice collection of foreign coins. 

Joseph Bettinger reports from Toledo that recently he picked up OH 850 
B (Tiffin City Bus) from a Toledo coin dealer. He went over to Tiffin to see 
if he could find any information on the token, and talked to a man who worked 
at the historical museum. The man recalled a bus line in the 1930's that lasted 
only a couple of years, called Tiffin City Lines. This could well be the firm 
that issued the rare token. Mr. Bettinger was unable to find any more of the 
tokens, more's the pity. 

Bob Schottin reports that the Delaware Memorial Bridge will be installing 
automatic toll collection machines, and will be Issuing a new token for use in 
the machines. The Bridge is operated by the Delaware River & Bay Authority 
of Wilmington. Bob promises to get a supply of the new tokens for our New 
issues Service. 
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AVA member John Hardman writes from Coffs Harbour Plaza, Australia, to 
report a new token now in use on the beautiful Sydney Harbour Bridge: "The 
token was issued," he writes, "in November 1989 and is available in lots of 20 
from the toll collectors on the Bridge itself. Note that a toll is only paid on 
the journey from north to south. There is no toll on the south to north journey. 
I was in Sydney recently and obtained a quantity of these tokens." John adds 
that he will presently have an ad offering the token to members. He sent me 
one and it's a real beauty, picturing the famous bridge on one side, and an in- 
digenous piant on the other. The token is made of bright red copper and is 
31mm in diameter. I am putting photos of the token, enlarged 2x, below. 



AVA member Jim McNutt, who manages the firm in Indianapolis that issues 
all those interesting tokens inscribed TOILETOKEN, sent me a token with which 
I was not familiar: a big brass beauty with a magnetic strip thru the center 
and a reeded edge, 29miT!, inscribed "Orlando-Orange County Expressway Auth- 
ority" with an arrow pointing both ways inside a circle, on obverse; and "East- 
West/Expressway /Token" with an outline of an orange, on reverse. Bill Garrison 
will obtain a supply for our New Issues Service. Below are 2x enlarged photos 
of the token. 



Have you noticed that NY 630 BB, that modern semi-fantasy horsecar token 
of New York City, has been showing up more frequently in auctions and sale 
lists? I suspect some of them have been found and I suggest caution in paying 
a big price for it. A token I'd rather have is Unidentified #188, Helser's Hack 
and Transfer Line, just picked up by lucky Sam Ruggeri, who believes It is from 
Springfield, Ohio. And Larry Kemper reports a possible pattern from Washington, 
DC. It's like DC 500 AL except it's solid and has .no "tm" on obverse. Maybe 
a rejected design? 
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TOE FRUTH HOTEL BUS TOKEN OF STURGIS, SOUTH DAKOTA 

By John Coffee 



In July, 1975, I visited. Syd Joseph’s home in Denver and he invited a number 
of the local collectors over. We had a wonderful evening together. One of those 
present was Doris Wietrick, who brought along a depotel token that immediately 
caught my fancy. It was a previously unknown token issued by the Fruth Hotel 
of Sturgis, SD. Doris wouldn’t part with it for anything, so after making a 
rubbing so that we could list it (which we did in the August Fare Box that year) 

I had to say goodbye to that gorgeous brass cloverleaf token. Well, if you wait 
long enough all things come your way. A few years back I managed to swap the 
token out of Dick Grinolds of Minneapolis. It was the same token Doris had owned, 
and how it ended up with Dick I have no idea. 

So now it was, and is, in my collection. The only example of it known to 
exist, I am certain. I wanted to learn more about it but kept putting off doing 
anything in that direction. Finally just last month I found time to write the Public 
Library in Sturgis to see what, if anything, they knew about the old Fruth Hotel. 

Back from Rita Schwartz of the Sturgis Library came enough information to 
put together a small article, as well as an old photo of the hotel hack and of- the 
hotel itself. 

The first hotel in Sturgis was opened by Charles and Grace Eisnor — the 
Charles Hotel — in October, 1878, at the corner of Main & Second streets. After 
Charles died his widow married Adolf King, who continued to operate the 
eleven-room hotel until January 22, 1908, when he sold it to Henry Fruth, who 
Issued our token. 

Henry Fruth tore down the old wooden hotel he had purchased from King, 
and rebuilt a grand sixty-room brick structure. Fruth was born in Bartenslaben, 
Saxony in Germany, in 1831, and for many years prior to buying the hotel he 
worked for the Charles Hotel. In fact Mr. Fruth was married, in 1894, in the 
Charles Hotel. Mrs. Fruth was, it seems, a tireless woman who supervised the 
cleaning and the cooking. Mr. Fruth did hire another cook to assist his wife, 
but as no one could prepare as fine a table as Mrs. Fruth, they let the cook go. 

As the hotel flourished, Mr. Fruth expanded his interests. He also operated 
a livery barn and a laundry and, of course, a horse-drawn bus line for the 
convenience of hotel patrons. He had a fine hearse for rent to the local 
undertakers, as needed. 

In 1917 Mr. Fruth opened a garage on the corner north of the hotel. After 
he retired from active management of his business interests, Fruth’ s son-in-law, 
John V. Sherman operated the hotel until it finally was sold in 1950. After 1950 
the hostelry changed hands several times until, at last, it was sold in 1977 to the 
National Bank of South Dakota. The hotel was torn down sind a new bank structure 
built on the site. 

There were other hotels in town as well, the Northwestern and the Commercial, 
both of which the local papers deemed superior to the Fruth. Be that as It may, 
the Fruth is the one that issued a transportation token so it is first in my 
affections. 

In view of the foregoing information, we may assume that our token was issued 
after 190S, but probably before World War I. I wonder when they stopped using 
it.

New WORLD TRANSPORTATION CATALOG STATUS by Kenneth E. Smith 

In the past oui" A. V, A. printers have always delivered the books when 
promised, and I took their delivery dates as fixed. Well they gooofed 
and the delivery of the books to me will be at least 4 weeks late. 

Their west coast rep came by and got the final copy from me and in mid 
January they sent me a silverprint of the plates which was OK. They 
promised to ship the books to me March 2,1990 and as March2nd approached 
I wanted to know when I get delivery in Redondo Beach, At this time they 
found that they forgot to put the order 1n the system to be printed 8> 
bound. It is a small order that got overlooked. Please don’t send any 
nasty letters asking why you don't get the book you paid for unless you 
have not received your book by Maylst. I will mail them out as soon as I 
get them. Meanwhile their accounts receivable (collections) sent me a 
bill to be paid by March 10 as the books were shipped per schedule March 

2nd 1 informed them that they better check with printing department as 

they are going to be at least 4 weeks late sending me the books and per 
agreement I have 3 days after delivery here in Redondo Beach to send them 
the balance, ‘which is about 60X of total cost. When the rep came by in 
Dec. 13th and got the final copy from me I had to pay 40S down by chejck. 
Some of the tokens in the 1967 book will be future catalogs and I want 
to warn the collectors that buy Railroad tokens and passes that certain 
statements by dealers as to their usages and asking high prices are in 
error. In the early 1970s a party who owned a frosty freeze franchise in 
ca1ixo,Ca showed up at a convention out here with a sack of Ocharany Ca. 
Palmarejo .Mexico tokens whi.ch were dug up in Mexico and, since have been 
scattered among dealers who ask high prices for what is now a common toke 
so beware. Lately some dealers have been getting british railway tool 
checks and trying to pass them off as british railway passes, at high 
prices. When I issue the railroad catalog these railway company tool 
checks will not be listed, also not list the railway company pay checks 
which are just I. D. checks not fare checks. In central and south america 
the railroads also issued tokens which were workers pay tokens to be 
cashed at the railroad company stores (like our coal mine tokens) and 
these tokens are not rare. Some dealers have found these tokens and quote 
» Vare not ask high prices, and these tokens are not worth

want to know send me a SASE envelope with a descritlop of the item and 
I will let you know If it is a rare or ride or tool check or pay token 
or what it is. Also beware of buying Railroad items at swap meets as 
a lot of fantasy items concerning railroads are being made and sold at 
swap meets by the thousands. They wholesale these fantasys at $35.00 per 
hundred to the swap meets out here. As long as they do not copy genuine 
tokens and passes without putting the word copy on them it is legal to 
make fantasy items. Recently at a Lancaster ,Ca swap meet I spent almost 
a half an hour at one dealers table looking over about a 1000 different 
items tokens , medal s , cocacol a , and like stuff and in the 10000 items he 
had ! could not find any item that looked genuine, all fantasys and he 
was selling the stuff like hot cakes as he did not ask to much for them 
only a few bucks apiece, . Some people are going to be disappointed in 
finding they bought junk when they try to sell them.

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The Corsnecticut pattern is CT 320 Bb, the rarest of the three types of that 
token, struck on a planchet similar to the CT 305 M-Q series. 

John Coffee mentioned the token we now list as FL 105 E, on page 88 of the 
July 1989 Fare Box, Robert Doyle reports that this is the latest issue now in use 
on the bridge (there have been many reorders of 105 C, and I'm told that 13 
different die varieties exist of it) . Tokens are sold in rolls and all the issues 
are mixed together. Hence it does not appear that we shall be able to secure a 
supply of this one for the New Issues Service. The toll is 50< in coins or two 
tokens. 

We always wondered about Unidentified #116, and many of us thought the 
U. of C. referred to on the token was for University of California. How wrong 
we were! It actually refers to the University of Chicago. Richard Eckebrecht 
found a listing in a Chicago business directory from around the turn of the century 
for John H. Kintz, 128 East 24th, in that city, listed under livery stables. 
Richard also sends along a picture from a history of early Chicago showing a 
scene from the 1890's of the core campus, with the omnibus sitting there. The 
inscription for the picture: "The omnibus, which carried passengers for 5<: uejch, 
connected the campus with the 57th Street station of the Illinois Central Railroad, 
one-half mile to the east." That is enough for us to list the token from Chicago. 

We've known about the two New Jersey Highways tokens for a few months. 
Unfortunately the local authority is unable to supply a quantity of NJ 570 E, which 
differs from 570 C only in that the 570 E h,as the tiny mintmark on it for Osborne 
Coinage. The 570 C's and E'tf are now all mixed together. The late Bill Lonney 
was our contact with the highway authority. We hope that someone in the area 
can spring a supply of each of these for the New Issues Service. 

David Feuerman phoned me the day after i had completed the February sup- 
plement and reported he and his wife purchased a number of NYCTA tokens and 
had accumulated a supply of the new issue mentioned on page 3 of the January 
Fare Box, for our New issues Service. This issue, like the previously listed 
NY 630 BE and BG, was struck by Roger Williams Mint. The subway fare in New 
York has gone up from $1 to $1.15 as of January 1, 1990, and NY 630 BE,BC, 
and the new B1 are now in use. Note Bl differs from BE only in that It lacks 
the tiny letters sjd on it. 

On a recent trip to Pennsylvania Bill Garrison visited Johnstown and 
discovered the listed issues which the N.f.S. will handle. He wondered why the 
495 AA had not been noted by area collectors in 7 years. The black plastic issue, 
similar to the 495 V-Y listings, is used on a CCTA county bus route. 

The P.D.R. (Paseo del Rio, or River Walk) tokens are used for fare on boats 
that circle the River Walk, which winds for several miles thru the downtown section 
of San Antonio. These water taxis (there must be 50 of them) charge $1.75 adult 
and SOC child for a 35-minute ride. The Roger Williams Mint struck the tokens, 
and a supply of all four has become available for our N.I.S. because an additional 
order was placed for more tokens. So now they had enough for us. 

The Waco, TX, listing is similar to the listed 950 C, pictured on page 540 

of Volume II of the A-C Catalogue, which I own, but is 39mm and has lineage 
and pinctuation differences. This was a flea market find. 

I was quite successful in the recent Tom Wall auction of the Lee Schumacher 
collection. In checking depote! issues purchased, against depotel rubbings on 
file, I note that I have several unlisted die varieties. I'd appreciate anyone who 
was successful in buying de-potel tokens from this auction to send me rubbings. 

We may have new varieties to note, or separate listings to publish. Be sure 

to measure your token!

I spend considerable time at the library and corresponding with anyone that 
can possibly help in attributing tokens. I removed the EMPIRE BANK from the 
PTUN listing when I had the FOURTH EDITION published because there was NO in- 
dication that it was a parking token. I wrote Michael Pfefferkorn, a Missouri 
maven on tokens and enlisted his aid in attempting to attribute this token. 
Although he could not positively identify the EMPIRE BANK token as a parking 
token, he does feel strongly tfiat it is very likely such. Therefore, 1 am re- 
listing this token under PTUN and perhaps someone will eventually attribute it 
for us. 

In SUPPLEMENT #7 I mentioned the LAFAYETTE CLINIC token. Robert Williams of 
Ferndale, MI wrote me to say that the token is not rare. He was told that the 
token was used in vending machines at the clinic. We thank him for his input. 
Unless someone can offer a positive attribution, this token will not be listed 
as a parking token. 

All of you know one of our most avid collectors, Larry Kemper. You also are 
aware that he is a perfectionist in every subject he undertakes. Larry has 
been very active in persuing any and all die varieties of parking tokens. He 
has reproduced the reverses and obverses of tokens using a very unique method 
he has developed, with such clarity, that they are better than a photograph! 

As a result of his technique, we are able to discern differences in the 
varieties themselves. With this method, Larry has produced some 60 pages 
listing, with drawings, (showing measurements and varietal aspects) 
sub-varieties of parking tokens. This pains-taking detail lists nearly 
one-half of the tokens noted with (vars) listed in the catalogue. He has also 
utilized a cataloguing system to permit identification of such varieties. 

It is recognized that there is probably a limited desire for such detailed 
descriptions, so Larry is currently using a copy machine to duplicate these 
pages. Even so, the drawings are crystal clear. Those interested in a sample, 
which I endorse heartily, should send Larry a SASE and he will gladly forward 
one to you. The cost for a set of pages he currently has, is $6.00. The pages 
are 6X9 with three punched holes. If you do not desire holed pages, please 
indicate so. The cost of these pages is really small given all the time and 
labor involved. The cost just covers the material. So those wishing such 
detail will be getting their money's worth and then some.

Just received is the 1990 AVA Membership Roster, the work as always of Al 
Hendrickson of Warren, MN. Cross referenced by name and by city 8 state, this 
roster is a vaiuable asset to our correspondence. It now comes out only every two 
years. Also just received in Ken Smith's new catalogue of overseas omnibus, street- 
car and bus tokens.

And finally one more book; The Coin Atlas , a beautifully illustrated (in color) 
book that goes over each coin-issuing country in the world and gives a brief resume 
of its numismatic history. In addition to 1,100 photos and drawings there are over 
100 maps. This 340-page hardbound book is published by Facts on File Inc. - 460 
Park Ave. So. - New York, NY 10016. Price $40.00. 

Alan Weighell reports a new 22mm brass token used to ride the elevator down 
to the bottom of The Falls at Niagara Falls, NY: NIACARA/RESERVATION/NIACARA 
FALLS/NEW YORK/1885/ST ATE/PARK/1985/ (SCENE OF FALLS) / /OFFICE OF PARKS 
RECREATION. HISTORIC PRESERVATION /NEW YORK STATE/(MAPLE LEAF). In 
the same letter Alan reports that Ontario pass 999 A went for $225 in a Toronto 
coin auction. And--good fortune — he picked up MN 540 D; N.B, 300 Ab; and P.Q. 
999 A., all of this at the Niagara Falls coin show held May 5-6. 

Speaking of nice hauls: Larry Kemper writes that he just picked up IN 680 

C, but his has the same inscription on both sides; its reverse isn't blank as is the 
listed token. Larry also explains about the CHISEL BRIDCE token that Hal Ford 
asked about in his Notes on page 45 last month. He says the token is almost cer- 
tainly a beer garden token, and L.L.L. Highway on the token is for "Latonia, Lex- 
ington and Louisville." So much for that one. 

Cerald Johnson reports he picked up Wl 160 C, 180 D, 360 A, 410 A, all at 
antique shops recently, as well as an unlisted green 28mm pierced plastic Inscribed 
MELZER/SCHOOL/ /BUS/PASS. Where from? Also he has Wl 985 E both with and 
without a comma after GRAND RAPIDS. Finally Gerald is researching yet another 
nice old unlisted depotel token (about which more later). Nice to have Gerald back 
and active again. 

Art Soucy reports from Holliston, MA, that the Framingham, MA, LIFT tokens 
(MA 275 A thru E) are now all obsolete as of summer, 1989, and they've gone to 
using punch tickets. The b variety of 275 A,B, and D, is actually quite rare. 

Alan Weighell and Jerry Remick both sent reports of a beautiful new token 
from Lindsay, Ontario. The token is 22mm, brass: LINDSAY/TRANSIT/ONE/FARE// 
TOWN OF/LlNDSAY/(COAT OF ARMS). 25,000 were struck, and they are good 
for 75C fare on any of the town's four buses. Specimens are available at $1.50 U.S. 
postpaid from Jim Quinn - Box 291 - Newcastle, N.B. ElV 3M4. Or you may buy 
a roll of ten tokens for $9.50 Canadian, postpaid, from the Town of Lindsay, Town 
Hall, Lindsay, ON, Canada K9V 2Y6. I have one and it's a beauty. 

Recently we received a report of a new token exactly like NH 720 C except 

that the new one has NEW HAMPSHIRE/DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION instead 
of "New Hampshire Public Works and Highways. Bill Garrison called them but was 
told that all the new ones had been mixed in with the old ones, so it isn't likely 
we shall get this one for the New Issues Service. I have a friend who commutes 
to Boston daily from Portsmouth, NH, so 1 asked him to buy me a roll, since he 
drives the turnpike every day. He did. Forty tokens for $6.00. Of the 40 tokens, 
13 were the new one, 26 were NH 720 C, and one was NH 720 B. But who knows, 

next time there might not even be 13 of the new ones. And who needs the old 

ones? 

Larry Kemper reports that 35 sets in pure silver were made of the Club Tour 
tokens issue for the A.N.A. Convention in Cincinnati in 1988 (Club Tour OH 1-6). 

Michael Hoffman writes to say that the Indianapolis caroussel token (mentioned 
bottom of page 2, January 1990) is strictly a souvenir given to kids who ride the 
old Denzel merry-go-round, which costs 50<: to ride. Token not good for rides. 
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= DISPOSITION OF SLUGS USED ON THE GARDEN STATE PARKWAY = 

By Arnold Korotkin 

I thought I'd take this opportunity to share with you some correspondence 
I have had with the New Jersey Highway Authority. As a point of reference 
these are those friendly people that issue the tokens for the Garden State Park- 
way here in New Jersey (NY 570 D E). 

As you might recall when the new tokens were issued and the toll increased 
there was a marked increase in the number of illegal coins drivers placed in the 
toll baskets to beat the new toll rate. In my innocence I wrote to the New Jersey 
Highway Authority regarding the illegal coins and tokens they had been receiving. 

I inquired if there was not a way for the Authority to market the illegal 
tokens and coins to individuals who collect foreign coins, slugs, game tokens, 
transportation tokens and objects of a similar nature. I even suggested some 
possible methods of sale: 

S Offer the illegal tokens /coins for sale through advertising in various coin 
collector publications, etc. The illegal coins could be offered for sale in packets 
of 10, 25, 50, or 100 tokens/coins which would be randomly selected and sold 
at a cost of 25< per coin plus a cost for handling, mailing, etc. Or 

Jf The illegal coins /tokens can be placed in bins or trays and offered for 
sale at various locations along the route of the Garden State Parkway, again 
at per coin or token. 

These suggestions were made to the Authority in the hope that if implemented 
the Authority could regain some of its lost revenue, while collectors might find 
some real "finds." 

I was pleased to receive a letter from the Authority, but dismayed at their 
reply. In essence I was informed that the Authority "is not and will not get 
into the numismatic business." 

And now for the sad news. V/hat happens to all those illegal coins (with 
possible transportation tokens among them)? V/ell, according to the Authority, 
the bulk of the tokens and coins received by the Parkway are handled by their 
banking services company through a facility for handicapped people situated in 
New England. They cull the money out from the slugs and obtain the going 

rate of exchange and give 50% credit to the Parkway and the other 50% is for 

their services. The remaining slugs are disposed of by the handicapped facility 
to various scrap metal dealers. 

I just hope that in the process described, any transportation tokens of 
interest to collectors are not lost forever. 

SEPTA ISSUES NEW BI-METAL TOKEN FOR PHILADELPHIA 

Just received from Dave Jordan, and also from another anonymous member 
who put one in an envelope with no return address: the new bi-metal "counter- 
feit- proof token of the Southeastern Pennsylvania Transportation Authority, 
The new token is identical to PA 750 AX in size and legend, but whereas 750 

AX is made of brass, the new one is made of white metal with a nice diagonal 

6mm wide copper strip thru the center. Makes a more attractive token I think. 
The new token is sold in packs of 5 or 10 at $5 or $10, and is valid for a fare 
value of $1.25. The old tokens were accepted till May 12. After that they may 
be turned in on a one-for-one swap for new tokens. It is hoped the new token 
will reduce the $400,000 annual loss due to people using slugs.

The NH 998 B is the same as NH 720 C, but struck on a WM planchet. 

Fairfield Industries, Inc., is situated in Lancaster, OH (Fairfield County), 
and operates the Interagency Transportation System (I.T.S.) which provides limited 
transportation services outside the Lancaster Taxi Token zones 1-5. Tokens, 
at the cost of $3.60 per trip, are available to limited buy-in agencies for the 
following uses: (1) To and from work, paid employment. (2) Doctors or medical 
appointments. (3) Respite care. (4) Appointments with Social Security service 
agencies. (5) Adult day care services. Fairfield Industries will not sell I.T.S. 
tokens to individual consumers. But the New Issues Service was able to obtain 
a supply, at a discount, thanks to Bill Garrison. 

Bill Garrison recently visited Dallas and visited the Penny Whistle Park and 
reports the TX 225 R, and an identical one with red printing, are now in use. 
He is securing a supply of the new one for N.I.S. The real value of these two 
woodnicks is now $1.60 at the park. 
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We are listing all of the El Paso woodnicks together at the same time, although 
Bill Garrison has only been able to secure a sufficient quantity of two of them 
(320 K and L) for the New Issues Service at this time. Others will become 
available after Sun Metro accumulates a supply. So please don't write for them. 
Wait. The Luby's listing is for a cafeteria chain. TX 320 O listing is for the local 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Bill Garrison discovered Unidentified #228 on a recent visit to Johnstown, 
PA. He notes that there are several St. Benedict schools In the Pennsylvania 
area, but could not peg this issue down to any one source.

= CHAMPLAIN BRIDGE (QUEBEC 970) ENDS ALL TOLLS = 




On Friday, May 4, 1990, the Canadian Junior Transport Minister announced 

at 2:00 p.m. that in exactly one minute (i.e., at 2:01 p.m.) tolls would come 

off the Champlain Bridge (PQ 970 A,B) for all time. Presumably he did not make 

the announcement in advance lest lots of people would postpone their trips till 

after 2:01, thereby depriving the government of last-minute tolls. 

The toll was 25<t cash, but tokens were sold at a deep discount so that if 
one used them the toll amounted to only 8$. It was announced that tokens could 
be redeemed at certain branches of the National Bank of Canada, but a Member 
of Parliament suggested that people bring their tokens to his office and he would 
then donate 80 per token to groups working with the disabled. The bridge took 
in some $8,000,000 a year in tolls, of which $2,000,000 went to administer toll 
collections. Accordingly the government stands to lose $6,000,000 per year by 
abolishing tolls. The abolition was, nevertheless, enormously popular in Montreal. 

Demolishing the toll booths will cost $700,000 to $800,000, and the government 
will provide a severance package worth about $26,000 to each of the 42 toll-booth 
workers, all of whom have been discharged. The government will additionally 
spend $32,000,000 over the next two years to lay a new metal surface on the badly 
corroded deck of the bridge. "The bridge," admitted a government official, "is 
in fairly bad condition." 

The Champlain Bridge, which spans the St. Lawrence Seaway at Montreal, 
opened in 1962 and tokens went immediately into use. It is the busiest bridge 
in Canada, handling 120,000 cars a day. Because of the heavy use, a huge number 
of tokens has been struck over the years. The Bridge has been constantly re- 
ordering tokens, with the result that at least 12 die varieties are identified in 
volume III of the Atwood-Coffee Catalogue. The PQ 970 B token was an error, 
with the obverse on both sides. More and more of them have been showing up, 
and now that all tokens are obsolete we may expect lots and lots of the PQ 970 
A and B tokens on the market. 

I am indebted to Bill Cassidy for sending me the report on the ending of 
tolls on the bridge, and an information-packed newspaper article from the Montreal 
Gazette, which provided most of the statistics above.

The BRIDGE tokens will be in a future catalog and I want to warn our 
collectors that that certain statements by dealers as to rarity and 
usages and high prices are in error. In the 1967 catalog on page 233 
was pictured the Galatia bridge token of I stanbul , Turkey with a price 
of $1.50 , it turned out that picturing this token that many collectors 
and dealers had in their junk boxes this token which they had gotten in 
mixtures from Istanbul. It seems that when the bridge token was discont- 
inued they had only a few weeks to redeem the outstanding tokens and lots 
of tokens were not redeemed but later sold in odd lots to other collectors 
of Turkey coins. This Istabul 400RA token is now worth about 35cents if 
not pc and 25cents if it is pc. Apparently the bridge company also pc some 
of the tokens. I attended the RAY BYRNE auction of West Indies tokens 
that he had catalogued. A lot of thencurrent (set of 4) Paradise Island 
Bridge tokens went for quite a few dollars causing a gasp by some dealers 
who knew they were current. Some of these dealers soon thereafter visited 
Nassau, Bahameas and visited the Paradise Island Bridge trying to get 
quantities of these 4 tokens and suceeding but the bridge authorities 
had the Bahama police question a couple of these dealers as to why they 
were buying up at a premimum so many bridge tokens and were informed about 
the auction. Thebridge authorities determined that they could not stop 
the dealers from buying up all the tokens but they figured out a way to 
foil them. They called a token manufacturer in Miami and ordered tokens 
the same size and weightas their current tokens but only with either 
letter A or B or C or a picture of pine tree in raised letters on both 
sides and put them in use. These tokens without the wording Paradise 
Island Bridge Nassau Bahamas are still in use and come in varieties 
having been reordered, meanwhile the tokens with the wording have either 
all been bought by dealers or taken home by visitors. Therefore they 
are quite common and do not bring or worth the high prices asked by 
some collectors and dealers who quote as reference the Ray Byrne auction 
prices. Some dealers call them fare tokens which is wrong as they are 
only good for bridge toll. Some also say not in Smith which is correct 
as at the time the book was issued they were not in use, but I did a 
one page World supplement on the bridge tokens in the FAREBOX shortly 
thereafter which the dealers ignore. Almost every item they say not in 
Smith (meaning the 1967 book) is found in some World supplement that 
I have done over the last 40 years in the FAREBOX. They choose to 
Ignore the world supplements to get higher prices. I am working on some 
world supplements to appear this fall with any listings that were not 
in the new book or need correction as we made a few typo errors.

obverse is the same as 255 S-V. Osborne Coinage Co. of Cincinnati struck 2,100 

They were given away by the Cook firm to prospective customers, 
and while the token is good for a ride on the streetcar, so far only two of them 
have been so used. The rest saved as souvenirs, presumably. This token will 
not be distributed by the New Issues Service. However, Harry Nicholls has gener- 
ously donated fifty of the tokens to the A.V.A., and if he can scrounge up some 
more we may get a couple dozen on top of the fifty. In view of our present 
financial straits, thanks to the collapse of our electronic stencil-maker. I'll send 
one of these tokens to anyone who will send a donation of at least a dollar to help 
pay for our new $2,000 machine.

IN 680 C is like 680 C, listed April 1980, but has the inscription on both 
obverse and reverse. The reverse of 680 C is blank. 

New Hampshire Department of Public Works became the New Hampshire 
Department of Transportation in 1987. Roger Williams Mint struck 3 to 4 million 
tokens with the new name, and the new issue was released for circulation in June, 
1988. Tokens are sold in rolls of 40 for $6.00. Unfortunately the rolls are mixed 
with the earlier issues 720 B and C, so New Issues Service probably will not 
handle this one. 

When Bill Garrison visited Johnstown, PA, a few months ago he sorted 
through their old obsolete tokens. He noted some 495 M and N had been coated 
pink and was told a supply had been sent to a Pittsburgh firm for the coating 
job back in the 1940's for a fare increase. He was able to obtain a modest supply, 
mostly of the AD listing.

Larry Kemper visited 3333 Vine Street to check out the counter stamped tokens 
there. In their junk box, he found the V and W tokens. He figured rightly that 
they were part of the University Hospital complex parking facilities. Karl will 
give a try to obtain for PATNIS. Larry also informs us that University Hospit- 
al was previously known as General Hospital. 

Mel Rosenberg discovered the OIL CITY token and wasn't certain it was an unlis- 
ted item. I had correspondence some time ago from the town informing me that 
tokens were no longer in use. This one is a Roger Williams mint striking and at 
this point, I am not sure of the status of token usage in Oil City. Karl will 
try tracking this down for us and attempt to obtain for PATNIS. 

Bob Clifton did an excellent job of obtaining the following information regard- 
ing the DFW token. There were 5000 tokens ordered in October 1985. The Parkway 
Plaza opened that year and the tokens were given to customers of the plaza ten- 
ants for free parking. The building has since been renamed the DFW Business 
Center. Tokens are no longer issued to tenant customers as a validation system 
is now in effect. The customer pays a fee of up to $12.00 if their ticken is 
not validated. Since the cashier is on duty only from 7:00 AM till 7:00 PM, the 
the tokens are only used for exit after hours. Apparently, they ran low on the 
original order, and Bob reports that stock tokens are now in use. It appears 
that all the tokens have four digit numbers beginning with 5 and are different. 
It is not known as to the significance of them. PATNIS will be unable to sup- 
ply these. (DFW=DALLAS FORT WORTH)

My trip -Prom Boston to Tacoma on Amtrak was, I am happy to report for a change, 
excellent. The Lake Shore Limited from Boston to Chicago was less than an hour late 
and not at all crowded. I was met at Chicago's Union Station by long-time AVA member 
Grant Schmalqemeier whom I've known for so long I can't remember that far back. He 
and I had a delightful three hours or so wandering around Chicago and eating ice cream. 
I deoarted from Chicago aboard the Southwest Chief for Los Angeles. This train fol- 
lows the route of the old Super Chief along the Santa Fe RR. I must say this is one 
of the best trains on Amtrak. The scenery isn't so outstanding as that on the Calif- 
orniz Zephyr, but it is still breathtaking, especially over the Raton Pass from Colo- 
rado down into New Mexico. The train was not crov^ded. There was even unsold space. 

It was cool, clean, comfortable, and everything worked. The food was esoecially fine 
in the dining car, and it arrived in Los Angeles 15 minutes early! After a couple 
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hoLirs wait in L.A.'s Spanish Art Deco Union Station (now beino refurbished). I headed 
north aboard the Coast Starlight for Oakland. This train hugs the Pacific Coast for 
about 175 miles north of L.A., and I was able to sit in my bedroom and look out on 
the glorious Blue Pacific, as we sped northward. 

I was met in Oakland (whose cavernous Union Station was severely damaged in the 
Great Earthquake last Fall, and is now boarded up) by Mark Ford, and spend the next 
eleven davs visitinn Harold Ford and family in Moraga, California. While there, Hal 
and I attended the annual Bay Area Token Society gatherino at Duane Feisel's home in 
Alameda. It was, I believe, the biggest turn-out so far. At least 20 were present. 
Lots of tokens, lots of swapping, buying, selling, and cooious and delicious refresn- 
ments as always. Shannon Feisel seems always to know just what I like, and always 
has lots of it. While I was in California, Harold also took me over to the head- 
quarters of the County Connection, the transit authority of Contra Costa County, in 
Concord. There we were surprised to discover that they had, last March, a round 
cardboard punch-out token, exactly the same category as those listed as CA 451 in the 
Catalogue. The trouble is, no collector knew about this issue until it was too late. 
They had only 3 of the tokens left. I got one; Harold got one. The third one I have 
here, and below is a ohotocopy of it. It is listed in this month's Catalogue Supple- 
ment as CA 176 XA. Me asked them to search and see if they could scrounge up at least 
a counle more. No luck. So apparently these three are all there are. Any'vay I did 
not know what to do with the third one, then it struck me that perhaos I could raise 
a little money for the A.V.A. Machine Fund by auctioning it off. So if you'd like to 
bid on the token, send me your bid.

A call from Jim Hemo- 
nill, who reports he has so far received bids from 50 members for the Convention Auc- 
tion. Jim also reported that he just received, from Bob Thomas, a supply of a nev; 
half fare token for the Baltimore Streetcar Museum (cf MD 60 AO and AR), which will 
be distributed to Hew Issues Service members after Jim returns from the AVA conven- 
tion. Incidentally he has a few ooenings now for members'nio in the flew Issues Ser- 
vice (limited to 240 members). If you're interested -write him at the address on the 
front oage. A note from Tony Vanier from Riverside, CA, enclosing a new issue from 
Bellingham, WA (just 90 miles north of Tacoma). The token is 16mm brass with bar in 
center: _;JHATC0;i TRANSPORTATION AUTH. / W.T.A. // GOOD FOR / ONE FARE / (BUS). It's 
interesting that the token shows the old type #2 bus. I am confident V'-'e'll nave a 
supply for the New Issues Service. 

Barrett Silverstein found a beauty in a flea market. Aluminum 29mm inscribed 
OTIS TRANSFER / LAWREMCEVILLE. ILL. / RETURN / CHECK / PHONE 16 // (blank) (Sc). Mow 
I haven't had that kind of luck in a good while. 

Stuart Paddock writes: "Your comment in the June Fare Box re the 'plugged' PA 
765 S motivated me to check my PA 765 SA (I don't have the S). There are no holes 
or plugs, but I did notice a cataloguing error. The name on my PA 765 SA is clearly 
"BUNTING" and not "Buntin." I assume that the omission of the final letter G was a 

typing error." Does anyone out there have one with just "BUNTIN" on it? 

An article in the Staten Inland Advance newspaper for June 27, 1990, pictures 
the Staten Island Ferry token (NY 632 B) and reports that the fare on tne Staten Is- 
land Ferry will be going up to 50^ (double the current 25((:), and the tokens will be 

hauled out of storage and placed into use, being sold in packanes of ten for $5.00. 

Whether they'll use only the brass one (632 B) or both that and the white metal one 
(632 C) is unknown at oresent. In view of this develooment the price in the cata- 
logue snould obviously be reduced from $1 to 50(t for the 632 B, at least. 

Dee Jrell of Alexandria, LA, writes, "I was going thru some old Fare Boxes and de- 
cided to track down some of the unlisted Ocala, FL, woodnicks (May 84 Fare Box). I 
tracked down the orevious owner of the 2 trolleys and learned they are out of busi- 
ness (the 2 trolleys have been sold.) Therefore FL 620 A & B are obsolete. I asked 
the owner i-^ he had any of the tokens left and he agreed to send what he had." Mr, 
Drall received 12 of an unlisted one (see this month's supplement) along with about 
100 of the token with the same obverse but blank reverse. These blank-reverse wood- 
nicks can't be listed (no mention of "ride" on them). But Mr. Drell donated them to 
the A.V.A. They were used to ride the trolley; they're in mint condition; but they 
won't be listed. Still a nice one to have. I'll send one to any member who donates 
50(t or more (plus stamoed envelope) to the Machine Fund. Write the Editor at Tacoma 
before August 20. Mr. Drell also picked up "15 or 20" rolls of the St. Louis tokens 
from the big sell-off there recently, and reports "The MO 910 F (the error token) also 
comes , like 
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910 K,L,M, copper-plated. Makes sense. I'm sure they were all bundled up and plated 
at one time. Found only a couple of 910 F, and a couple copper-plated. Very qlad to 
get. Based on relative availability of these they may, or may not, still be $i5 tok- 
ens. But they indeed are few when compared with the total number of 16mm tokens. 910 
K,L,M, are another story. I've not counted exactly but these apoear to be about 15% 
of the total number I got. If that oercentage holds throughout the huge barrels of 
tokens in St. Louis, my guess is that the copper-plated K,L,M, are probably onlv 

worth 25d or 35c tops." 910 E is definitely a 15C token now. Likewise in rny random 

sample I not a bunch of G,Ha, and J, but none of 910 I. Before I went to St. Louis 
I had sent Paul Cunningham a few dollars and he sent me 910 I and fi. I didn't see 
either in the barrels I went thru, but have to admit I barely scratched the surface 
in the 2 hours I had. Anyway I think 910 G,Ha,J, at least, are only now worth 25c - 
50C. The scrap company had far fewer of these than the VIM 16mm tokens. I did get 
one piece out which has excited me, an unlisted 20mm pattern [like 910 H but white 
metal with a "U" hanging in the center!]" 

A final note. At the 8.A.T.S. meeting on July 1, Harold Ford bought two of 
the token which was Lot #2707 in the recent Tom Wall auction. This was the oval 

cardboard punch-out, which is not listable as it's a punch-out, but still a fas- 

cinating item. Hal got them for considerably less than they brought in the auction.

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THE FATE OF THE DALLAS TOKENS 
By Harry K. Nicholls 
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The old Dallas Railway & Terminal tokens that had been kept in a vault of Dallas 
Transit, were transferred to DART when DART assumed operations of the transit system 

for the city. There were over eleven bags as I understand it. I tried to get a bag 

or two but the controller of DART insisted there was a liability on DART's part for 
the tokens if they ever got into circulation, she insisted that all tokens be de- 
stroyed even though it was known that a person in the community had at least one bag 
and wanted DART to buy thein--at $1.00 each. Now, DART had no responsibility for the 
outstanding tokens and would not redeem them any longer. (Dallas Transit used to re- 
deem them for 8 and a third cents each when I first arrived here.) All of the tokens 
were taken to a friend of mine’s brass casting business and melted down under armed 
guard. End of the Dallas tokens and whatever else was in the sacks. 

I had gone through the foreign tokens some years earlier and know there were 
a small number, fewer than 200, of foreigns. The controller, then of Dallas Transit, 
loved to have collectors come by to talk and sort through. He still sold them at 3 
for 25<, the same as the redemption rate. One thing he would not do is sell all of 

tlie foreign tokens to one person. He loved the visits too much. He would sell all 

of the Dallas rolls you wanted at the same rate.

= NOTES BY HAROLD V. FORD = 

The Concord, CA, listing is in the same category as the CA 451 series of punch- 
out round cardboard tokens. For this reason instead of listing them from Concord 175 
we give them their own category as CA 176, These Concord tokens were in punch-out 
cards mailed to residences for use on Central Contra Costa Transit Authority (County 
Connection) Route 105 buses, which travel the Walnut Creek BART Broadway Creekside 
route. Because the token was good on St. Patrick's Day, and the two previous days, 
it bears a picture of an Irishman. John Coffee and I stumbled onto this one by ac- 
cident when we visited the County Connection office in Concord last week, and we were 
given all that they had left (just 3 of them) . We still have some hope — but not too 
much — of getting more of them. By the time John types up this issue next month we 
should know if we shall be successful. Meanwhile we wonder if there are more of these 
punch-out round cardboard tokens out there, from other transit authorities. 

Dee Drell tracked down the previous owner of the firm that issued the Ocala, FL, 
woodnick series that were listed back in 1984 (some of which were not listable because 
they lacked any mention of ride or fare on them). The firm is now out of business, 
but from the previous owner Mr. Drell did get just 12 of the one listed this month 
(FL 620 C) , all that the man had left. He also got just one for a Hop-n-Shop, part 
of the same series but with no mention of ride on it, and he got a few with a blank 
reverse, also not listable because no mention of ride. We list here the one new 
one type that qualifies for listing as it includes "free ride" on it. 

David Schenkman showed John Coffee the Illinois pattern (IL 998 N) at the Mary- 
land Numismatic Convention in Baltimore in June, 1989. At the time John said he 
should file into it and get a metallurgical analysis, just to be certain it really 
is brass and not plated. David did. The token is definitely made of brass. 

The newly listed token for Evansville was discovered by Jack Smith when he 
visited the Metropolitan Evansville Transit System (METS) office looking for trans- 
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fers. The IN 280 I is the same as IN 280 H (listed August 1980), except that the 280 
I has the rwm mintmark for Roger Williams Mint. Ten thousand of 280 I were struck and 
went into use in May, 1990. They are sold only to non-profit organizations, at a dis- 
count (for 45c). Jim Hemphill obtained a supply of the new token, and originally paid 
45c apiece for them. He is mailing them out to N.I.S. members with the 45c price re- 
flected on the billing statement. Then after packaging up the shipments to NIS mem- 
bers, Jim received a bill for an additional 25c per token. The upshot of all this is 
that Jim will have to add 25c to each NIS member's bill next month to cover this un- 
expected additional charge. But we're lucky to get this token at any price, and as 
a matter of fact the manager of METS says he does not want to hear from collectors 
and won't answer mail from them. We really lucked out on this one. 

The newly listed Edgartown, MA, token was pictured in the April Fare Box, along 
with information about it. The New Issues Service has obtained a supply, thanks to 
the efforts of Bill Garrison, and the token has already been sent out to its members. 

The Saint Peter, MN, token will be sent to members of the New Issues Service, 
thanks again to the efforts of Bill Garrison. This one has been in use for about one 
year, we understand. 

Capital District Transit of Albany, NY, raised their fare to 75c as of June 4, 

1990, and has issued a token for the fare increase, which at the same time marks the 

20th anniversary of the creation of the Authority. Roger Williams Mint struck 500,000 
of these tokens in white metal. But the CDTA fear the WM token looked too much like 
dimes, so had all of them brass-plated. New Issues Service has a supply of this one 

for its members, and Ron Etchells (11 Merrall Dr. - Clifton Park, NY 12065) also has 

a supply available for non-members of NIS at 75c +SAE (stamped addressed envelope). 

Jerome Schaeper located the records of Osborne Register Corp., and checked for 
Hilltop Transit (Unidentified #113) . From the records he learned that the token we 
have listed as Unld. #113 was delivered to Hilltop Transit Inc. in Cincinnati. This 
is sufficient information for us to relist the token from Cincinnati, Ohio. 

The new Philadelphia token was mentioned in earlier issues of The Fare Box. This 
token replaces PA 750 AX (and corresponds in die work to PA 750 AXb) . The PA 750 AX 
may be exchanged one-for-one with the new 750 BD until August 1. The location of the 
bronze strip varies from token to token. The NIS is working on obtaining a supply for 
its members. 

The TUG AID token is already mentioned in Vol. I of the Catalogue, and because 
more than one of them have turned up, we believe that tokens were deliberately issued 
with TUG AID on them, for some reason. Possibly for passage by someone who worked on 
a tugboat? In any case this one is somewhat scarcer than the one without TUG AID. 

See June Fare Box for an enlarged photo of TX 255 X, and information about it. 

The NIS will be unable to supply its members with this one, as was observed in the 
June Fare Box. 

Larry Dziubek, who owns the NEVILLE BUS token, believe it was used in the Pitts- 
burgh area, and is working on securing evidence toward that end. Meanwhile we list 
it in the Maverick category. 

Several ads have appeared in previous issues of The Fare Box for the Georgia 
Club Tour token which is listed this month. 

On page 27 of the March 1990 Fare Box John Coffee referred to a Washington DC 
token found by Larry Kemper. The description was a bit off. The correct descrip- 
tion is 23mm brass solid: METROBUS /SERVING OUR NATION'S CAPITAL/ /METRO/ (SQUARE) . 

We believe this could very well be a new regular adult token now in use there. Can 
one of our members in the D.C. area check on this for us? 

On p. 100, August 89 Fare Box, there's an article about a stretched penny used 
in South Dakota. Jim Hemphill wrote the address supplied by Bob Ritterband, but did 
not ever receive a reply. This is why we've been unable to send this token to NIS 
members, and why we haven't listed it. We'd like more information about its use.

There must be 
many many more of them out there! Harry also reported the Q rev on NJ-3924-B.

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CLEVELAND 1990: THE AVA’s 40th ANNUAL. CONVENTION

-August 1990- 


It is fitting that the American Vecturist Association saw fit to stage its 
40th Annual Convention here in Cleveland. From earlj' morning Thursday, August 
9, the vanguard were pouring into the lobby of the Sheraton City Centre Hotel 
(itself a refurbished building). By 1:00 pm the action in various rooms left 
little doubt that we had a very determined lot of early birds who were already 
trading and swapping vectures.

Meanwhile the Hemphills, Perni- 
canos, LaVorgnas, Freemans, as well as Bob Thomas and Chris O'Connor, all headed 
out towards the food end of town where a beautiful Italian restaurant was just 
the answer to the day's trials and tribulations. 

After supper it was back to the bourse floor again for more of The Same, 
where George B-Gentle was sporting his discovery of the previous day, the FLATS 
FLYER token just recently struck and not yet in general circulation. That old 
token hound from New York can always be relied on to sniff out tokens if they're 
within a fifty-mile radius. The token is a beauty, and will be distributed by 
our New Issues Service. Another late night. Meanwhile, earlier that afternoon 
the AVA Executive Committee had convened In Joel Resnick's room to consider plans 
for future conventions, and to discuss a few other points requiring clarification. 

Saturday morning after a fast breakfast the General Business Meeting got 
under way at 9:00 a.m., recessed at IIilO a. in. and reconvened at 11:30 a.ra. By 
11:45 a.m. the business session was over! Now Kelley, Gentle, and O'Connor headed 
out to the Cuyahoga County Fair, where we were fanners for the next few hours 
as we walked amongst the Clydesdales, goats, cows, chickens, ducks, geese, and 
rabbits, and saw ail kinds of fruits and vegetables raised locally. Others took 
to the river or lake in boats and some of the wives enjoyed their credit cards 
at the many downtown shopping centers and specialty shops, all making a very happy 
Saturday for everyone of course. Meanwhile the token bourse continued at the 
hotel and was attended by many late comers. 

Saturday at 6:00 p.m. everybody was back at the hotel preparing for the Annual 
Banquet scheduled for 7:00 p.m. in the Ritz Room. Ralph Brown gave the invocation 
and grace, and this was followed by a buffet style dinner, with your choice of 
chicken cutlets, fish filet or roast beef and Virginia ham, and a full range of 
vegetables and fruit salads and soft drinks, concluded by various desserts. Blaine 
Hays, assisted by his lovely wife Joan, gave a slide show and narration, fielding 
all the questions from the audience. Joel Reznick announced that the recipient 
of this year's Fare Box Literary Award was Charles E. Banjamin of Poughkeepsie, 
NY, for his article "Pittsburgh’s Incline Tokens" in the February 1990 issue.

» MINUTES OF THE BUSINESS MEETING OF THE 40th ANNUAL CONVENTION *

Twenty-eight members and three wives were present for the 9:00 a.m. opening 
of the business meeting conducted in the Bolder /Hassler Room on Saturday, August 
11, 1990, President Phil LaVorgna requested a minute of silence as we stood in 

remembrance of our departed members, Reading of the minutes of the 1989 business 
meeting was, as always, dispensed with, and the report as printed In The Fare 
Box was accepted.

Orlando, FL, as well as San Antonio- TX, and Charleston, SC, were also discussed. 
San Antonio was popular with the members present. 

Also discussed was the possibility of having future membership rosters printed 
on. 6x9 pages, same size as the catalogue page. It was suggested also that each 
year a supplemental page to the Index to The Fare Box carry a list of token hoards 
uncovered during the previous year if they would affect catalogue value. A case 
in point was the St, Louis tokens recently disposed of in enormous quantities. It 
wa also requested that Harold Ford send an updated census token list to Joel Reznick 
annually so that Joel could print it out in camera-ready form for publication in 
The Fare Box. It was wondered who comprise the catalogue cotaxaitteg for the World 
Transportation Token Catalogue, the Parking Token Catalogue, and the Car Wash Token 
Catalogue. Paul Cunnijgham touched on the use of the A.V.A, logo on published 
materials ifhich da not contribute toward our publication funds. Bob Thomas said 
he wag anxious to institute a computer guide to auctions and prices realized of 
TT’e. Paul Cunningham volunteered to pursue an A.¥,.A, membership drive. Bob TJiomas 
moved, and Larry Kemper seconded, that an illustrated display be prepared, the 
object of which will be to 5.n£roduce the A.V.A. and our hobby at national shows 
around the country, and to encourage membership applicants. The cost of such a 
program, and of moving it from show to show, was also discussed. Toward this end 
a cotamittee of fiv® meisbers was appointed: Sherkow (chairman) , Reanick, Lavorgna, 
Bob Thomas, and Cunningham. They will report back. 

It was announced that Joe Radoaski and his mother, Krs, Alice Radomski, liad 
to return to Bochester during the night because of an emergency. A fax message 
delivered to the meeting explained that Mike James and his wife Mary had a 
last-minute emergency and cou-ld not attend. Jim Hline and wife Mable also had a 
last-minute emergency and were unable to attend. 

At this pcir?.t President Lavorgna appointed an audit comsaittee of Joe Pernlcano 
(chairman), Larry Kemper, George B-Gentle, Larry Freetaan and Bob Kelley. He also 
appointed a Resolutions Committee of Bill Garrison (chairman), Loretta Kolb, Bob 
Rieder and Jack Smith. Meeting recessed at 11:10 a.m. , to reconvene at il?30. 

The meeting reconvened at 11:35 a. m, and Lo retta read the resolutions, and on 
motion by George B-Gentle and second by X^aul Elms they were accepted unanimously.

PRICES REALIZED FROM THE FIFTH LEN PAUL TOKEN AUCTION 
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THE FIRST HORSE CARS IN LOS ANGELSB

One of the many books of California history on ray shelves is "The City That Grew'*, 

written in 1935 by Boyle Workman, a three-term member of the Los Angeles City 

Council and briefly in 1925 the acting iTiayor. Workman, born in this city as the 

grandson of one of our first Yankee settlers, devotes neeirly 400 pages to unlimited 

details of his early day recollections. 

(Note: In the first seventy years of American sovereignty, Los Angeles went from 

a population of two thousand tc more than a half-million. Now at the end of a 

second seventy-yeaur span, during all of which time I myself have lived here, it 
has grown six times larger than in 1920 , to well over three million residents,) 

Neatr the middle of hie book, the author tells of the dawn in 1873 of public trans- 
portation, thni his father-in-law, Judge Robert M» Widney, Workman says (with a 
bit of my own editing), "iJtreet car lines were begun in Los Angeles, not for any 
profit but for convenience, and Judge widney built the first horse-car line in 
town. He and his family had been living on the west side of Bpritig Street, between 
Second and Third streets," 

Widney decided that the roaring town of the "70' s" was too citified for peaceful 

dwelling, and so he would move out into the country. He purchased a horoesite on 

Hill Street, between Pourth and fifth, near where the Subway Terminal Building 
now stands. He bovight the northern half of that block, equaling about ten 60-foot 
lots for a total of S300. Soon he found that his new home was so far out of the 
city (nearly foirr and a half blocks!), and so far from his offices in "EL Palaclo 
Adobe", that he next decided to build a car line into town. 

Judge Widney secured his franchise and laid tracks from the Pico House on Main 

Street to the junction with Spring Stireet, then south to First, next to Fort (now 
Broadway), down to Fourth and over to Hill Street, along Hill to Sixth and thence 
to the car shed and stables at Sixth and Pearl (now Figueroa Street). There were 
three horse cars on the line. A switch was put in on Spring Street, opposite 
Jail Street (now Franklin) ,, and another on Hill Street, so the cars could pass 
each ether along the single track system. 

The first car left the terminal at seven o'clock in the morning. The fare was ten 
cents, unless you bought 25 cents worth of transportation at a time. In that case 
you got five slugs (tokens?). In those days a 10^4 piece was about the smallest 
bit of change in common use. Before loi:g the sl'.igs were commonly circulated as 
50 pieces, and even the merchants accepted them in payment. 

The line began operating in 1874 » and soon thereafter Judge Widney sold it to 

John Hollenbeck and Stephen Hubbeil for the amount of his initial investment. 

They extended it north to Alameda Street, and later another extension took it 
to Sotello Street and San Fernando Street, 

In 1876 Hr. John Griffin and Hancock Johnston, who had subdivided East Los Angeles, 
built a line from Downey Avenue and Pritchard Sti-eet to the Southern Pacific depot, 
where the Hollenbeck-Jiubbell line also terminated, (The latter operation was known 
by then as the Spring and Sixth Street Railroad, See: Atwood-Cof fee, Gallf. 450-A), 
There was a good deal of friction about the right-of-ways along the depot eirea. 

One day Johnston insti'ucted his laborers to destroy trackage of the Spring-Sixth 
line, and the Hollenbeck-Hubbell officers had both Johnston and his workers 
arrested. A compromise was reached, though the railway disputes continued. 

In 1876 Isaias Heilman and William Broderick began the I'toin Street line, with 
help from Ozro Childs and ex-Governor John Downey. Later this line was extended 
to Agricultural Park (now Exposition Park), with a branch to Figueroa Street and 
Jefferson Blvd. Relations between the roads were not peaceful at first, but fin- 
ally the Spring-Sixth Street line and the Main Street line joined interests. 

And then, late in 1889, the first electrified lines began to appear in this city, 
but that is another story! 
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= THE STURGEON BAY BRIDGE TOKENS =

RetireiseKt from the workplace hag its primary value in spontaneous time, 
including a bit of time for reminiscence, this reminiscence concerning the Stur- 
geon Bay Bridge tokens was occasioned by the midsummer visit of an old ex AVA 
collector friend, Jim Kedd (AVA #S02) who now resides in Tennessee. A truly 
memorable &x AVA member, Way back iir tha 196G era, only four types of Sturgeon 
Bay Bridge tokens were known. These were all census at the time, the aluminum One 
Fare token appearing to be slightly more comcn, the 10c and 15c pieces unique. 

Jim Mead avid I collected Civil War tokens in addition to transit tokens, 
but he was s real joy in that he. did not collect trade tokens, and in his searches 
for tran.3it and Ci..vil War tokens he found many trade tokens which always ended 
up in Bsy collection. Jim Medd worked in partnership with his father in the 
industrial maintenance business in Green Bsy, WI, with the territory of the business 
covering Wisconssir! and the eastern half of Upper Michigan- Jia piretty much lived 
on the road, a eoasbination salesman, impics-ienter and trouble shooter. 

Iatcreste.d in coins, tokens asid antiques, he baurstec the resale, antique 
and cola shops whenever he found a spare moaent In his work schedules. In 1966, 
OK a trip to the shipyards at Sturgeon Bay, Jl®, decided to research Che Sturgeon 
Bay Bridge tokens?, starting at the library on his lunch hour. The library held 
little Inforaation. on the bridge ur its tokens, so, that evening, after a fruitless 
trip to th??. local coin shop, Kedd ukide a business/plesBure cal, I on one of his 
custOBsera, Jack Glnshtirg of JAX Steel, a scrap snetal dealer. 

The thought was good, but Mr, Ginsburg had not handled as scrap metal the brass 
tokens of the Sturgeon Bay Bridge. However, Mr, Ginsburg did remember that the 
old bridge tender had a daughter. Terhaps Jim could contact the lady? 

With & nice I«ad to fo.lie«, Medd quickly located the bridge tender's daughter, 
now an elderly lady, and, yes, she did have several of the bridge tokens! What 
followed is perhaps the drsaa of every transportation, token collector. The bridge 
tender had saved one each o.f the bridge tokens, and there x?ere five types, aot the 
four listed io Atwood! 

The daughter 'was happy to have someone interested in the tokens that her father 
had left her, and money was un.tffiportar*t, This 'wonderful lady also said she thought 
her father had destroyed or disposed of the remainder of the tokens at the time 
he saved the five treasures. The five Sturgeon Bay Bridge tokens became mine as 
a part of a trade (for Civil War tokens), and in the August, 1968, Fare Box their 
story was told. 

Old time collector Jias Medd was also part of aixother rare transit token story. 
This took 'place at the 1966 Huaisestists of WS-sconsin Convention at LaCrosse. We 
,%tcended the show tog«the.t and, both being tokec. collectors, decided to "split the 
bourse." 'We flipped a coin, &nd Jim took the las't side and I took the right. We 
t^ere to meet at the halfweay point at th® far and of massive Mary Sawyer Auditorium. 

My half of the bourse turned up some 'nice trade checks and exonumia and, 
pleased atid happy, I set Jim at the halfway point. My joy turned to horror though, 
when Medd showed me a beautiful horsecar token he had found at the table of a umtusl 
friend, dealer Clayton High of Eau Claire. The token (MT 998 A) later became mind 
in a trade, and research work indicated the unique hor.secar token was probably a 
Bule of a trade check obverse and a horsecar reverse. I later traded the token 
to Nona Sherman who had perhaps the finest horsecar token collection ever assembled. 

And, oh yes! The Sturgeon Bay Bridge tokens were sold along with many rare 
depetel tokens to Dsn BiMichaai when I broke up my Wisconsin collection. I believe 
these now reside In the collection of Editor John Coffee. 

Since that time, more of the brass One Fare tokens have surfaced, so that 
somewhat of a numerical balancs between the number of aluminum tokens and the number 
of brass One Fare tokans now exists. On the other hand th® tokens with 
denominations on them concinue to be time-tested rarities.

You will notice that on the ad pages, and especiatty on the Prices 
Realized. There's nothing ' I can do about it. We'll see if we can avoid the small 
type in the future. 

My trip back to Boston from Tacoma on Amtrak was, quite frankly, abominable.

And so it was on my 
summer voyages on Amtrak. The west-bound trip was wonderful. So of course 
the east-bound trip was a horror.

We were bussed 75 mites thru the scenic Blue Mountains (much more scenic from 
the train than from the highway, but we missed ail that) to La Grande, Oregon. 
At La Grande we stood around on the station platform waiting for the westbound 
train to be turned around to take us east. That took a good two hours. Finally 
we boarded that train, and next night crawled into Denver two hours late. At 
Denver they discovered a "bad wheel bearing" on the baggage car. So all the 
baggage had to be transferred and that took another two hours. Finally we crept 
out of Denver and, to make a long story short, rattled our way into Chicago about 
four hours late. Of course I missed the Boston train (the "Lake Shore Limited") 
so had to spend the night in Chicago. Amtrak put us up — there must have been 
scores of people — at the Executive House, a very nice hotel. Unfortunately they 
couldn't find me a sleeping accommodation on next day's Lake Shore.

But at least I was able to spend a few hours in Joel Reznick's 
office, and Bob Thomas was in from Maryland as well. That visit was a small island 
of delight in my sea of sorrows that dismal hot Monday in Chicago.

5 left Chicago at 6; 30 pm on Monday, August 27, aboard the Lake Shore 
Limited for Boston, in a cool roomette. At Albany next morning I had to leave 
my sleeping car (which was in the New York section) and haui my 3 heavy bags 
up to a coach on the Boston section, i rode from Albany to Boston in a coach 
seat. The sanitary facility in that coach was redolent of an outdoor privy on a 
busy construction job on a very hot day. The train finally crept into Boston over 
four hours late and, completely exhausted, I rejoiced that at long last. In spite 
of everything I had actually made It home. 

in Tacoma just prior to leaving I attended a coin show in the big Tacoma Dome 
on August 18. Present were several prominent AVA members. Dick Grinolds of 
Minneapolis had just purchased the collection of John Nicolosi, and had with him 
some of Nick's treasures. Some of the new discoveries are listed in this month's 
Catalogue Supplement. He also had a cardboard ticket picturing a bridge, 
inscribed "Wheeling 8 Belmont Bridge Co." which, I am certain, solves the mystery 
of what the counterstamped initials on WV 890 U and V stand for. Steve 
Tannenbaum had a NY 10 T for sale, and i understand 6 to 8 of these have now 
turned up. Hamilton was there and said that the Hardy Toll Road token, 

which he owns (AZ 680 B) is the oldest token known from Arizona. Dick Grinolds 
also had a token like IN 930 A but made of colorless translucent celluloid. An 
error? A phony? Who knows? I told him to keep it anyway. He also has a TN 
430 G but with no manufacturer's name on it. 

A letter from David Mullins of Nashville. He picked up a beauty: a 21mm 
aluminum from Franklin, TN, inscribed CARTER'S CREEK T.P. CO. II FAMILY 
/ TRAVEL / 5C . He figures the token was used from about 1900 till about the 
time of World War 1. The road extended from Franklin to Carter's Creek, TN, 

I believe Bill Fowler has found a home for Unidentified #50, the Ben Grande 
token. Bill reports that he recently received a listing for this token with a note 
that the token was "dug in Corpus Christ! . Benito Grande is listed as a General 
Store in 1893-94, and as a Saloon 1905-12."’ Ben Grande is remembered In Corpus 
as having operated a saloon on one side of Leopard St. and a nice restaurant 
across the street. Bill goes bn "...the downtown Corpus merchants made it a 
practice to encourage traveling carnivals to set up in vacant downtown lots, 
particularly during cotton-picking season, and i believe the Ben Grande token was 
used for rides on the merry-go-round or other carnival devices." It's always a 
mystery when we have a ride token issued by someone who was known only in some 
other business. For Instance James Bozarth, who issued AR 315 A, was an 
undertaker and never operated a livery stable or hack line according to his 
daughter to whom I spoke on the phone some thirty years ago. 

There were some outstanding tokens in the Canadian Numismatic Assn, auction 
in Vancouver in August. Alan Weigheil sends along some of the prices realized 
in U.S. dolUrs (he made quite a haul there himself): AB 800 A,B ($45 total); 
ON 310 A ($210), 525 A ($210), 600 A ($210), 625 C ($160), 650 A ($210), 650 

B ($160), 925 A ($160); PQ 900 A ($110); a muie.of obv. of BC 800 A with rev. 

of ON 900 C ($40). 

In Sacramento recently Paul Cunningham discovered "a great little bookstore 
specializing in RR books and trolley books." They even stock the Atwood-Coffee 

Catalogue. You can get their list for $2^ from Milepost 1 - 115 I St. - Sacramento, 

CA 95814. 
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Chrls O'Connor is over in Ireland renewing acquaintance with his origins, 
but before he left he wrote that the Staten Island Ferry will not, after all, place 
the ferry tokens into use. Ferry patrons were angry enough about having to pay 
SOC fare, instead of 25<:, and were outraged at the possibility of having also to 
stand in line to buy tokens. So they are using turnstiles that accept two quarters 
instead of the tokens. But Chris is confident that soon the turnstiles will "start 
kicking up" and they'll have to use tokens. But he also thinks that when they 
do they'll issue a new bimetallic one as that's the only way they can stay ahead 
of the myriads of slug-users who now afflict public transportation In that city. 

AVA member C.R. Clark has Just published a large revised edition of his out- 
standing catalogue of Florida tokens, and in his book he lists our FL 410 A as 
a parking token. I wrote and asked him If he knew something about it that 1 
didn't, and he replied: "My source of information was a circuit judge In Key West 
who was familiar with the problem which developed in 1974 over the tokens. He 
said, 'In May of 1974 the City of KW entered in an oral contract with the 
manufacturer [Meyer & Wenthe] for 100,000 brass parking tokens at a cost of $6,255, 
but the City claimed that the price quoted the City was not the same as on the bill 
it received. ...The suit rocked along for quite a while and was eventually settled." 
Mr. Clark adds that the Judge "was not able to determine what happened to the 
100,000 tokens." Once extremely rare, that token was fetching $100 or more as a 
transportation token. More of them have been turning up lately. I am still not 100% 
certain it was not a transportation token, but I'd have to say the evidence is 
beginning to tilt toward a parking token designation. Now that I think about it, 

I don't believe the Key West Overseas Highway ever did charge tolls, did it? 

They are using cardboard tickets, rectangular size 75x43mm, at Cavendish, 
Prince Edward Island, Canada. They are interesting in that these tickets are 
inscribed "ONE TOKEN", and they are good for a $1 ride on a rubber-tired trolley 
vehicle. if you'd like one send $2 to Cavendish Promotions Inc. - P.O. Box 10 - 
Cavendish, P.E.I. COA INO (this includes postage). Of more interest to us, 
however, is this announcement: "This series, dated 1990... will be discontinued 
by late August when a new series of plastic disc tokens will be introduced." 
Assuming the "plastic disc tokens" have inscriptions on them, we may be about to 
see our first transportation tokens from that tiny but historic province. 

M.C. Smith of Arlington, TX, sends a photocopy of a mimeographed sheet 
that was given out by Dallas Transit on July 20, 1966, with an apparently 
gold-plated token (TX 255 H) attached. "This 'golden' bus token is presented to 
you as a keepsake of today's occasion — an event that marks the significant day on 
which Dallas and the Dallas Transit System initiated an evolution in intracity bus 
facilities that will give 'Big D' low-cost luxury bus transportation unequaled by any 
other city in the world." f don't know what event they were writing about, but 
now you know that some TX 255 H exist gold-piated. 

From the Journal of the Transport Ticket Society of Great Britain we learn 
that yellow plastic rectangular tokens, similar in style to so many of those Canadian 
Co-Kart tokens, are being used for lake cruises aboard the "Saltwell Belle" in 
Saltwell Park, Gateshead. For children they use a bronze 22mm slotted token 
inscribed simply, in incuse tetters, COLIN NOBLE & SONS. 

To the left is an exact-size photocopy of a square light 
blue cardboard ticket which, I believe, was good to 
ride the new LRV line in Los Angeles. A member sent 
me the ticket and I confess I didn't mark It. I think 
I have it right, but if I'm mistaken please write and 
let me know where it was used. 

A final note. Scott Molloy writes that his entire 
collection of Labor Memorabilia has been sold to the 
Smithsonian in Washington. 
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THE PUZZLING PARKING METERS OEv BUENOS AII^ES

It was shortly after the identification of this gray plastic token for the parking 
meters of Buenos Aires (listed July 1988 Fare Box: Argentina 3160 A) first 

made -in September, 1987, that Wes Scharlow asked me to verify the area of use 
for the meters on a forthcoming sojourn. He had been informed that they were 
used about the airport and I, knowing that the international airport was located 
well outside of the city thus precluding the need £©& meters, had already narrowed 
the area to the National Airport located in the city along the Rio de la Plata, as 
I agreed to his simple request. 

Did I, tongue in cheek, say simple? Simple was what I began to feel like after 
two successive trips, having now checked out both airports and any number of vague 
leads. It seems that most whom I asked had never used or even heard of the 
existence of such devices, let alone really cared about this crazy gringo’s search. 
For the majority, public transportation was; not only far more convenient but far less 
expensive. With the ever present - evil of inflation once again beginning to rear its 
head (I was to witness the newly installed Astral drop from li to the dollar in Ma y, 
1987, to more than 5,600 to a dollar this past February) many were even considering 
selling their autos while' they still had value prior to inflation taking the cost of 
operation out of reach and thus glutting the market. 

Frankly, after two years and naught but blank stares...! had almost given 
up the search as for all I knew the parking meters hadn't merely been moved but 

totally removed I It was hot and humid (into the 30th consecutive day of rain) tWs 

past February and most of the coin dealers had closed their shops and left the city 
for vacation. Having little else to do prior to moving on to Paraguay, I went 
shopping with Patti (a friend's wife) while on the way to a museum. As we got off 
the bus on Avenida Corrientes, then she suggested going a bit out of our way to 
view a street lined with exclusive stores for the wealthy.. What the heck... I’m always 
willing to spend money window shopping! We walked against the rain for a block, 
turned the corner onto Calle Pasteur. . .and I damn near dropped the umbrella. To 
heck with the stores... the street was lined with parking meters! Further walking 
was to show that they were only along this one block (which seemed strange) but 
several inquiries did finally result in finding a store that sold tokens for the meters. 

Well, I now had a few meters (too few?) and a location (although far from the airport 

as originally believed) and as something is better than nothing, especially after two 
years... I put the puzzling question out of mind. 

Several days later my friend Tito mentioned that he had in turn now been 
making inquiries for me since they realized the meters / actually , did exist. (Odd 
how that problem seems to occur time after time in various countries ... until proven 
that something exists within their own city, too .often , my inquiries are met with 
quizzical expressions of disbelief.) He suggested that I check out Avenida 9 de 
Julio (a main thoro.u.ghfare through the city) which spreads out into an exclusive 
area of parks. Ag^n'l wasn't aWe ' to find any meters and just chalked it off to 
one more wild meter chase. 

About the last day there was a Salvador D ah expo in an area of the city which 
would allow for visiting the latent in ^Gallerias as well as a museum devoted to 
religious artifacts with m^y from my chosen country of study, Bolivia. As we 
stepped from the taxi, Patti was telUng,. me that we were now in one of the better 
neighborhoods (Retiro) of Buenos and that we should detour a few blocks out 

of our way to see a lovely little street with a 24-hour' ‘he*’ vide cafe which offered 
your choice of numerous different caviar and other imported delicacies. Again, as 
Calle Esmeralda came into view nicely lined with parking meters my eyes lit up, and 
as they did so did that li'l old light bulb inside my head as I now had the answer 
to the puzzle. ‘ ‘ i '• ..y; 
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To confirm my suspicions I asked if we could again detour thru another part 
of the city where we might find the wealthy residing. . .and, sure enough. . .more 
parking meters! 

Have you solved the puzzle yet? 

It seems, contrary to our every day use of the auto and meters, that the use 
of parking meters in Buenos Aires isn't for revenue gaining purposes, as we might 
expect, but as a means of assuring the wealthy as they shop or are visited by 
guests, the means of finding readily available parking. For you see those who might 
still be able to afford an auto wouldn't waste money on parking meters but would 
keep looking until they found an available spot along the street. Only those who 
could truly afford the luxury of using parking meters would... as was readily testified 
by the open spaces, whereas the non-parking-metered streets were far more crowded. 

As so few use the meters, an interesting concept is that in the window of each 
meter (where we might expect to find the feeding hours for the meter's maw) are 
given the addresses of the closest locations that sell the necessary tokens . . . quite 
useful as I found but one store identified by a sign. 

Thus . . . two years , three trips and some foul weather luck not only brought 
me to parking meter #0001 but helped resolve the puzzling problem of the locations 
of the parking meters of Buenos Aires, 


- NEW DANISH TRANSPORTATION TOKEN AVAILABLE - 


On February 8, 1990, the Danish Streetcar Museum "Skjoldenaesholm" Issued a transportation token 
for the occasion of the 25th Anniversary of the Streetcar Historical Society. The token was struck by 
Sporrong,, a Swedish firm, In copper. The token weighs 2 grams; Its diameter Is 20Dm with a thickness 
of The obverse shows the front of NESA streetcar No, 929 which operated on line no. lA to Klam- 
penborg, a suburb of Copenhagen. The streetcar was built for Coperbagen Streetcar Coaqiany In 193A and 
Is now preserved in the operating museum. 

The obverse legend Is SFORVEJSMUSEEI SKJOLDENAESHOLM and the reverse has the logo of the Streetcar 
Historical Society, tdiich is a cross section of the electric driving thread and SHS. The reverse legend 
is SFORVEJSKISTOHISK SELSKAfi 1965 . 6 . FEBRUAR . 1990 . The token was designed by John Lundgren, and 
a quantity of 3,090 pieces were struck. The tokens sell for 18.33 Danish Kroner apiece (which comes 
to about $3.15 II.S.). It Is good for a fare on both streetcar lines in the operating tsuseum. (Adult 
cash fare is 22 Danish Kroner.) 

The Museum in 1990 is open from May S through October 21: Saturdays 1*3 pm and Sundays 10 am to 
5 pm. During school vacation the Museum Is also open from 10 am to 5 pm on Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thurs- 
day. 

A brass (Instead of copper) version of the token is also on sale In the Museum Shop for 40 Danish 
Kroner (about $6.75 U.S.) but this brass token is strictly a souvenir and la not valid for a ride on 
the trolleys. Only 200 of the brass souvenir tokens were struck. In addition, 200 of the tokens were 
struck in white metal ("German silver") as souvenirs and are not valid for rides. The white metal tokens 
are not for sale, but are presented to loeabers of the Historical Society who have been members for 25 
years. 

The copper and brass tokens stay be purchased from the chairman and treasurer of the Danish Token 
Club; Viktor S^iondergaard - St^en 3,4 - 4000 Roskllde, Deneark. Send an international money order 
for 21 Danish Kroner for each copper token, and 42 Danish Kroner for each brass token. These prices 
Include sialllng costs. 

I am grateful to Ken ^Ith for providing the above Information which la a translation of an article 
In the Journal of the Danish Token Club, The Fsre Box swaps subscriptions with the Danish Token Club's 
Journal, but I confess my knowledge of the Danish language Is limited, and if Ken had not sent this to 
me 1 would have missed It completely.

We listed CA 185 C In the January 19S0 Supplement. A few members of the 
New Issues Service reported receiving the new 185 D listing instead. The 185 D 
lacks "Village" on the reverse.

In 1984 St. Petersburg Transit Authority and Central Pinellas Transit merged 
to form Pinellas Suncoast Transit Authority (PSTA) which is based in Clearwater. 
The new listing cost 60<: each with a S% discount for quantities. Bill Garrison ob- 
tained a supply of this token for the N.I.S. 

Barry Srlverstein picked up the !L 500 A token at a flea market, obviously 
an oldie and a goodie. Perhaps someone in the area can research historical 
background and publish a short article.

NICKEL PLATE SHOW/COOD FOR 1 MEAL. He wonders if this token has any 
connection with the Nickel Plate Railway, Richard Eckebrecht reports an interesting 
token inscribed PACIFIC COAST MINERS TICKET (NUMERALS) on one side, with 
the other side blank. It is brass 38mm pierced near the top with an incuse 
inscription. The planchet is similar to many known tool checks, but the Inscription 
leaves some doubt.

I haw£ fenotPit Foster for such a Xong time* He joineii the A.P*A. in 1956, atift hack 
in the good hays when I regularly attended meetings of the North Eastern Pecturist 
Association in New aork, Foster was always a friendly and a delightful presence. He 
was New york, through and through. Always friendly, always smiling, he was fun to 
he with. Cater when NEJJA ceased to function and Foster mowed to Connecticut, our 
communications became less frequent, but he would call or write from time to time. 
It’s hard to think of that great city, now, without thinking of Foster. He was killed 
in an auto accident on August 29. Interred with him will be some wonderful times, 
^urwiwing him, some wonderful memories. 

E.C. Eomherlin knew enough transit history to cower several lifetimes. Doiens 
of mislisted tokens, doaens of mavericks, have found a home because of his research. 
I was corresponding with him way hack in i960, and always he would send hints of where 
he thought some maverick was from. He drove the Airport Bus from Oakland Airport 
over the Bay Bridge into 3att Francisco, and I remember riding it with him and talking 
tokens mile after mile. He tried to go into the token business for taxi and transit 
lines and issued doaens of varieties of patterns which are listed in our Catalogue. 
It was not successful but he enjoyed doing it and carving an indelible niche for himself 
in the annals of transportation token history, toward the end, in failing health 
with trembling hand, he lived alone in Oakland. His last issues of the Fare Box were 
returned hy the postoffice, simply marked "Deceased." ffihat chapters of lore and history 
are brought to a period by that simple word, the hobby is better because he was a 
part of it. my life' enriched because I knew him.

Rocco DiCiacomo sends along a fascinating clipping from the Burlington County 
Times (New Jersey).

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BUS SERVICES IN THE ISLE OF BERMUDA 
By Alan N. Peachey 


-Page 103- 


The Bermuda Railway was closed on May 1> 1948, the government of the 
day having bowed to the inevitable and accepted that the motor car had well 
and truly arrived on the island. However, in order to retain the character of 
the island, car ownership is restricted to one per family, and the size of the 
vehicle is also restricted. 

These restrictions have led to the growth of a comprehensive, reliable bus 
service covering the whole of the island. There are 14 bus routes, operating 
on 15 or 30 minute headways for most of the day from about 7:00 a.m. to 11:45 
p.m., although some routes which effectively duplicate others cease in the early 
evening. Bermudians are immensely proud of their buses which are kept in im- 
maculate order. The driver’s name is displayed and one is expected to greet 
a new driver at each crew change I There is no question of young people not 
giving up their seats to older persons! 

Bermuda is divided into 14 zones of about two miles each, and the fare may 
be tendered in the form of coins, tokens, tickets, bus passes or transfers. The 
exact fare must be deposited In the fare box—drivers do not carry change and 
are expressly forbidden from receiving and depositing money In the fare box 
on behalf of passengers. Cash fares must be paid in coin. Notes are not 
accepted. 

The fare structure is q\iite straightforward. One fare for up to 3 zones 
and a higher fare for 3-*' zones. 

Cash: $1.25 for up to 3 zones; $2.60 for 3+ zones. 

Tokens: $1.00 and $1.76 respectively. (Purchased at Central Bus Station). 

Tickets: Are Sold in booklets of 15 at most sub-postoffices and the Central Bus 

Station. Up to 3 zones cost $9 per booklet (604 per ticket) with 3'^ zones booklets 
costing $16 ($1.07 per ticket). 

Monthly bus passes at special rates are also available, as is a so-called 
"Multi-Day Pass" for visitors. Unfortunately time did not permit investigation 
of either of these items. 


Children's (age 3 thru 13) fares are 554 cash aU zones, and $5 for a booklet 
of 15 tickets (334 per ticket). 


Senior Citizen's fares are available in ticket form only. A booklet of 15 
costs $1.50 (104 per ticket). The Bermuda dollar is at par with a U.S. dollar. 
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The foregoing excellent article by Mr, Peachey ie reprinted from the July 
1990 issue of the Journal of the Transport Ticket Society of Great Britain, and 
it is reprinted with perTnission. AVA member Burr Carrington sent along rubbings 
of the tokens, which are reproduced above.

NEWLY DISCOVERED DIE VARIETIES OF SOME RARE TOKENS 

The die varieties of rare tokens aren't often reported because few people have 
two of them side by side. As a result of the Tom Wall auction last spring, some newly 
discovered minor die varieties of rares • have surfaced. For instance: 

KS 620 F. The token in Tom Wall's auction was different from the token pictured 
on page 194 of Vol. 2 of the Catalogue. Lot 1731. The token in the catalogue has 
"AND" much smaller than "-AND-" in the auction. 

MN 660 B. Lot 2485 in the Wall auction. The Wall token has no comma after PIPE- 
STONE. The token pictured on page 286 of Volume 2 of the Catalogue shows a comma 
after PIPESTONE, But there's also another variety of the token showing the comma. 
So we have 3 die varieties of MN 660 B: (1) No comma. There is a dash above MINN, 
and under PIPESTONE (2) With comma. Comma runs into milling; no dash below 
PIPESTONE and above MINN. (3) With comma (pictured in Vol. 2) but the comma is not 
in the milling and there is a dash under PIPESTONE, and above MINN. 

MO 70 E (Lot 2589 in Wall). Hal Ford just picked up a second type of it. The 
varieties: (l)(Wall specimen) "T" of REST (EYE) 2TI0N upright is between F and L of 
FLUID below. (2) (Ford specimen) "T" upright lines up almost exactly with the upright 
of F in FLUID below. Many other differences. RIDE fills the area created by the 
curve of BUS & BAGGAGE. On Wall specimen, RIDE is smaller with more room around it.

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INTRODUCING OLIVIER ST. AUBIN, AVA #386 

ISSUER or A LARGE VARIETY OF EXPO-67 PARKING TOKENS AND BO1L0ER OF THE MOST SOLID HOUSE IN CANADA

Veteran nuadsmatiat Olivier St. Aubin of St. Laurent, Quebec, has two claims 
to fame and perhaps also to the Guineas Book of Records s the three-etorey stone 
house he built by himself from blocks of polished granite which be sawed to sice, 
and k very large variety of parking tokens he had made for parking cars on the land 
behind his house during Hontreal’s Expo 1967. St. Laurent is on the outskirts of 
Montreal . 

I spent a pleasant Sunday afternoon with Olivier St. Aubin back on May 14, 1989, 
at his impressive granite home situated at 520 Cote Vertu, St. Laurent, PQ. His home 
is easily accessible by Metro to the Cote Vertu station, and then a transfer Just 
outside the station to an east-bound bus 121 for a short ride to Cote Vertu to the 
Shell Station which is on the opposite side of the street from his house. St. Aubin 
welcomes a number of visitors who make the trip to view his bouse each year. ”I hope 
they will declare my house an historical siitiet after my death,” he told me. 

St. Aubin built his three-storey house' alone, by himself, over a period of 14 
years at a cost of $11,000. He started in 1948 and coaipleted it in 1962. St. Aubin 
worked in the evening by lantern and on weekends to complete the home for his wife 
and eight children. "Only the plumbing, electrical work and plastering was dona by 
contractors. No one else will ever build a house like this one. Never/* he told me. 
The basement is the ground floor and ie on the earth. One walks up steps to enter 
the living room on the second or main floor. The bouse has 9 rooms including 4 
bedrooms and a huge living room. It took him 4 years and 16 custom-made large diamond 
saw blades to cut the 165 tons of granite blocks for the exterior of his house. "The 
entire interior is made of polished marble: floors, stairs, counter tope and closets. 
Only the doors and their frames are made of wood (oak). It is completely fireproof 
and the most solid home in Canada," he told me. 

In 1948 at the age of 33 St. Aubin did not have much money but he never borrowed 
to pay for hla building materials. From 1947 to 1963 he was president of Lee Fxodults 
Clment St. Laurent, so could purchase granite and marble cheaper than wood. "Marble 
cost me 5c * equare foot at the time. Linoleum at the time was sailing at 30c a 
square foot,” he related. Six thousand blocks of concrete were also used in building 
the house. The walle are 27 inches thick. St. Aubin* s job as carpantar from 1943 
to 1947 at St. Joseph's Oratory in Montreal gave him a great deal of practical exper- 
ience which was useful in building his home, 

Olivier St. Aubin was born in Valleyfield, Quebec, in 1915. Ho started collect- 
ing large Canadian cants at age 13. Inter he developed an interest in transport 
tokens end in 1961 joined the A.V.A. In, 1986, to mark hie 25 years of membership 
in A.V.A. St. Aubin Issued four very beautiful 48mm medals cast in nickel-silver 
(70X copper, 25X nickel, 5X einc).. The medals, minted by a firm in Montreal, have 
red, yellow, green and blue enamel coloring on them and some of them have 25 small 
inlaid stones. They are certainly outstanding and any collector interested in medals 
should have one of them in his collection. Two of the medals depict hie stone house. 
A colored photograph of the house, mounted on aluminum, is in the center. Twenty-five 
depressions are around the house. On one type of medal the depressions are filled 
with 5 alternating series of one red colored stone and 4 clear atones. All stones 
are faceted and polished. St. Aubin placed the stones in the medals himself. On 
the other type of medal the 25 empty deptessions are colored red. OLIVIER ST, ADBIN 
/ ST-LAURENT P.Q. CANADA is around the outer part against a red-enameled background 
for medals with stones and against a greSn background for medals without stones. 
The reverse of the medal bears an inscription in French which I translate aa follows: 
"Quarter Century Member AVA 386/1961-1986" la around the outer part. 

In the center in 8 lines is: "This house is the moat solid in Canada. Fire 
proof: exterior walla 27 inches thick; polished granite finish; interior marble and 
oak. Owner and builder Olivier St. Aubin." Fifty specimens with stones and 50 without 
stones were made. 
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The other two medels are sltallar to the above » except a blue-enaaeled £i«»r Ity# 
is la the center instead of the house. One type has 5 series of 4 elxaulsted 
and a simulated ruby Inlaid in a circle around the fleur de lye. The fleur ds lys 
is on a yellow background. The inscription around the edge is the same as that, on 
the medal with the house and is on a green-enameled background. The fleur de lys 
is on a white-enameled background on the type without stones and the outer lettering 
is on a red-enameled background. the reverse side is blank, and 50 of each type 
were made. Specimens arc available at coat and are postpaid, as follows: $68 for 
the set of 4 medals; $18 each for medals with atones and $15 each for medals without 


stones. Send orders to Mr. Olivier St, Aubln at 520 Cote Vertu, Villa. St. Laurent, 
FQ. Canada H4L 1X9. 


Olivier St. Aubin was president of A.B..G. Metal and Non Ferrous Rubbish from 
1963 thru 1985. A.B.C. stands for aluminum, brass and copper, respectively. This 
allowed him access to a large and varied supply of discarded itetts In sheet metal 
such as stop signs, street signs, etc. Some of them were flourescent and most bad 
from 2 to 4 colors. This led to a large variety of parking tokens, depending on 
what the blank was punched out from. Some tokens are plastic. Host are aluminum, 
copper, or brass. A few were plated gold or silver. 

Up to 150 cars a day were perked during Montreal's Expo 67 on the 156,000 square 
feet of land St. Aubin owned behind his home. A 50d token was given to each person 
when he parked his car. The token was shown as proof of payment when the person 
was ready to leave. The lettering on the tokens is Incuse, and they show some of 
the follo%rlng words or phrases: "0. St. Aubln/St-Lnt F.Q./50c/0n Jour/Statlonnement/ 
Farking/Ierres Dee Hommee/Expo ’67” The siee of the lettering, the order of the 
wording, and the choice qf words varies even for a single issue from the same sheet 
of metal. Most of the tokens are 38aim and unlface but some are inacribed on both 
sides. Where there is colored lettering on the street sign from which they blanks 
were cut, one can only isiaglne the great variety In colored metal blanks for an 
issue of tokens from that one sheet of metal. St. Aubin has 470 different parking 
tokens in hla albums, which he Issued from 1967 to 1969. Only about 20 of them 
were Issued in 1968 or 1969, however. A private company in Montreal made the tokens, 
charging 2c for cutting out the blanks and for printing. Prom 12 to 50 were i&ade 
at one time using the same lettering. 

The . City of St. Laurent built a municipal parking lot in 1970, and that ended 
St, Aubin *s parking venture. ^ 


The parking tokens St. Aubin issued in 1968 and 1969, about 20 different types, 
are different from the 1967 Expo tokens. they are 24 to 25mm, and consist of an 
outer part in nickel-silver with a brass, copper or plastic inner core. "STATIONNE- 
MENT” is Inscribed on one side of the nickel-silver part. "O.S.A. /ST-LHT" is on 
the other side, all in Incuse lettering. The copper core of one of the tokens I 
saw shows "1968” on one side and "50c" on the other. "MIN" on one side and on the 
other "30" or "60" or "90" were seen on other tokens. From 12 to 50 specimens of 
each type were made. Specimens of the 1967, 1968, 1969| tokens are available from 
Mr. St. Aubin at $1.00 each postpaid. 

Olivier St, Aubin was president of the Association des Numismates de Montreal, 
Inc., in 1967 and 1968. In 1967 he issued a 35inm copper medal in proof condition, 
made in the United States. On one side shows "PRESIDENT/1967/OLIVIER ST. AUBIN/ 
ST-LAURENT, P.Q. /CANADA" la the center, and around the outer pert "ASSOCIATION DES 
NUMISMATES DE MONTREAL INC," The other side is struck from a die cut by the A.V.A. 
and shows a horsecar. "COLLECTOR OF TRANSPORTATION TOKENS" is inscribed on that 
side. Besides 100 in copper, St. Aublh had 3 made in aluminum and 3 in brass. The 
copper ones are available from him for $5 postpaid. 

Olivier St. Aubin is a most Interesting and cordial person. He enjoys showing 
collectors his home and hie albums of his parking tokens. Why not visit with him 
on your next trip to Montreal? 
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THE ISTANBUL UNDERGROUND CABLE-OPERATED FUNICULAR 

By Burr Carrington 

In 1876 a 600~metre underground cable-operated funicular, The Tiinel, was 
built ascending a hill in the old city on the European bank of the Bosphorus. 
Originally steam-driven, it was closed in November, 1968, for rebuilding, including 
electric drive, new cars and a change from steel wheels operating on rails to 
rubber tired running gear. It reopened in 1971. 

I am relisting the tokens of this system in correct chronological order, but 
using the Smith catalogue numbers at the left. The alphabet for written Turkish 
was changed by decree in 1928 from Arabic to Roman script. Presumably the 
bi-lingual tokens (400 AA,AB) are from that period, with the all-Arabic ones (AY 
and the unlisted second class token) prior to 1928. 

The lETT replaced the ETT, In my experience they use "Umum Mudurugu" 
in the European corporate sense of General Control or Operation (of city transit 
services).

= NOTES BY HAROLD V. FORD = 

MHt Heltman reports the new listing from Cedar Rapids Is either a rubber- 
tired trolley fare or a parking token. The trolley o^rates In the business 
district and visits outlying parking lots. Milt obtained a supply for the New 
Issues Service. The token was struck by Roger Williams Mint. 
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Mr. Dee Drell has obtained the four Kart Ranch Co-Kart woodniks for the 
New issues Service. We list two of them as Misc 1000 tokens because they are 
good only for partial payment of fare. These issues were given out at Mardt Gras 
parades and Dee had to wait over a year until a quantity had been redeemed before 
the N.I.S. could get its supply. Unfortunately, once the reverse varieties were 
noted we didn't have enough to supply everyone of both kinds. 

We list the latest token from the Baltimore Streetcar Museum as MD GO AS. 
This designation had been reserved years back by Ralph Freiberg for a third token 
for the Museum. We assumed at the time it would ^ a token with an M in the 
center. This token you will note is a half fare issue. Bob Thomas obtained a 
supply of them for our N.I.S. members. 

The Flats Flyer operates every 15 mintues on Fridays and Saturdays from 
11:30 a.m. to 3:30 a.m. next morning. The Flats is an area a bit west of the 
downtown district on the west side of the Cuyahoga River, perhaps a tourist area. 
The fare is $1.00 between downtown and the Flats, and 500 within the Fiats. The 
Nes issues Service will distribute this one to Its members. 

DeUiils of the 1990 Cleveland AVA tour appeared elsewhere. The token was 
struck by Osborne Coinage Company in Cincinnati, and this firm requires a minimum 
order of 1,000 tokens. When Joel ordered out token with the center hole, he told 
Osborne to strike only 400 tokens even if they had to charge us for a thousand. 
Rather than do that, they simpiy sent the extra GOO tokens on to us, but without 
the hole. Not knowing just what to do with them, it was decided to give a solid 
tolwn to everyone who got a regular center-holed one. We do not list unpunched 
solid tokens, of course, because any token with something punched out of It can 
also exist unpunched, and there are hundreds of such errors. 

We lack historical background information on the Sturgis token. Since it is 
made of fibre, it probably was made during World War II. 

***** 

THE CENSUS OF RARE TOKENS 

In. the Minutes of the AVA Convention It was urged that Hal Ford, keeps 
the Census of Rare Tokens for us, intake an updated list of census tokens available. 
This would be fine, but Hal says that almost nobody will send him reports of census 
token transactions. Members like to have available a list of how many of a rare 
token are known, but too many of them won't report it when they get such a token. 
Obviously the census has to be a two-way street. 

The result is that much of what Hal Ford picks up is hearsay information, 
and if he doesn't know where the token came from he will assume it is a new token 
that was not known on the census before. Result: more of a token will be listed 

on the census than actually exist, so the catalogue value will end up being lower 

than it should be. 

If you acquire a rare token, please send at least a postcard to Harold Ford 
and tell him about it, and where you got it (to avoid possible duplication in census 
listing). If you request it, absolute confidentiality will be maintained, and 
no one will know that you have the token or where you got it. And we aren't 

interested in what you paid for it or what you swapped for It uhless, of course, 

you swapped a census token for it. Then of course we'd want to know that too. 

The bottom line of all this: as soon as cooperation with the Census flourishes, 
the Census Itself will flourish. Till then it's all Just hearsay and educated 
guesswork, hardly sufficient for catalogue valuations, is it?

Several members reported the location of Fort McMurray, Alberta. The city 
is way up in northeastern Alberta on the Athabaska River, about 225 miles north 
of Edmonton. The token from there pictured last month stopped being used about 
four years ago. When in use It was valid for a 90C adult fare. Alan Weighell Is 
working on obtaining a quantity for the New Issues Service. 

In his letter, Alan also reported some Prices Realized for a recent auction of 
City Coin & Token Company of Muskogee, OK. CA 760 B, $75. DC 500 F, $200. 
lA 890 A, $50. KY 510 C, $50. MT 140 H, $200. PA 750 O, $75. Unidentified 
#101 (holed beside "M" in MERRY. $50. Barry Uman reports a couple other Prices 
Realized. At TOREX in October, 1989, ON 999 A sold for $35 + 10% "buyer's fee." 
This metal pass is extremely rare, according to Barry: "I don’t recall this piece 
ever being offered for auction in Canada for at least 25 years." In February 1989 
PQ 620 M went for $300. Steamboat Excursion Souvenir A (page 485 of Atwood) 
went for $50. In June 1990 at another TOREX auction, another PQ 620 M went for 
$250, while PQ 745 A (Lauzon Ferry) sold for $825. Prices presumably in Canadian 
dollars. 

Yosef Sa'ar writes from Elat, Israel: "I was successful in purchasing examples 
of the 1751 and 1763 Regensburg Bridge tokens (Germany 780 QM and QQ, listed 
page 228 of Smith's 1967 catalogue). The diameters are slightly different from those 
given by Smith. My example of 780 QQ has the number 2 counterstamped above 
the right rosette. Ciinter Fritz of Cologne has drawn my attention to an example 
with the number 4 stamped in the exact same location. This piece was in Auktion 
38 of the Diisseldorf dealer Winter, as Lot 252 with an illustration. In another fort- 
unate purchase I obtained the red celluloid Waleswood Collieries token, Sheffield, 
England 685 BD. Smith claims no more than four pieces are known."

1 understand that all N.I.S. members who collect woodnicks have already 
received CA 560 I. Incidentally, 80,000 of CA 560 H, listed in September, were 
issued. 

Bill Garrison visited Ventura, CA, this past summer and purchased 20 of 
the 955 B listing and noted he had a mix of 2 varieties. He reports 955 A Is 
now used as a 60C student fare and 955 B is used as a handicapped /senior citizen 
30^ fare. 

The N.I.S. obtained quantities of the 3 listed woodnicks from the source. 
The MA 1000 C listing is from Oranga, MA. It was distributed from a limousine 
that was in the 1990 Annual River Rat Race parade. 

The Mount Cranmore listing is from North Conway, NH. It was used as a 
promotional device in 1987-88 only on the oldest operating ski lift in North 
America. It was recently dismantled because of their inability to maintain It In 
safe working order. 

We lack any background information on the Douglas, WY , woodnlck. 

Lee Nott reported back in 1986 that the Liberty Memorial in Kansas City, 
MO, a memorial built shortly after World War I with a 300-foot tower, was using 
elevator tokens. You paid your fare and the elevator operator dropped a token 
In a fare box. The customer never handled the token, hence we lacked even 
a description. Bill Garrison has been bird-dogging this situation and now reports 
tickets are In use and management has agreed to sell our N.I.S. a supply of both 
tokens. Since the remaining supply seemed to be limited, not all N.I.S. members 
will receive these two issues. Incidentally when Jim Hemphill sent them out he 
mistakenly listed them as "OH 440 X and Y." Correct that to MO, of course. 

The late E.L. Tomberlln notified Bill Garrison last summer of the Tiffin, OH, 
850 C listing. Bill called Service Cab and learned the token is now In use and 
they could only sell Bill a limited supply* 

The Franklin, TN, listing is mentioned on page 92, September 1990 Fare Box. 
Dave Mullins researched It, and reports the head office of Carter’s Creek Turnpike 
Company was in Franklin. The turnpike was built In the 1870*s and 1880’s. It 
started just outside Franklin and continued to Carter's Creek, a very small 
community in Maury County. Since the listed token was struck In aluminum, Dave 
believes it was issued after 1900. The State of Tennessee took over most 
turnpikes by 1920, so It was probably used circa 1900-1920. 

The two Ontario 998 tokens are mulings of the obverse of ON 900 C and the 
reverse of BC 800 B. 

Bill Garrison reports he now has a limited supply of TX 320 M N O P (listed 
May 1990) for 50< each plus a long envelope with sufficient postage. He also has 
a very limited supply of OH 850 C, listed this month, for $1.00. His address 
Is 9505 Normandy Avenue, Morton Grove, IL 50053. 
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Harry Crow reports a modern Ustable token. It is brass, 25mm, solid, with 
a dollar sign inside rays on obverse, and GOOD FOR / ONE FARE around the 
edge and a blank center, on reverse. This may be a one-dollar fare token. Does 
anyone recognize it, before we list it as Unidentified? 

. About nine months ago Alan Weighei! reported four different plastic tokens 
that were used on a Greenville City Transit. They are 38mm, hexagonal, pierced, 
and are brown, red, gray, and blue, for use by G.P., MED G.P., SENIOR, and 
MED-SENIOR. Alan obtained these four from a non-member who stated they were 
from Greenville, SC. Bill Garrison phoned Greenvllles in SC, NC, TN, TX, and 
AL, and never found a company that acknowledged these tokens. I wrote a 
member who lives near Greenville, SC, and never received a reply. Our editor 
also wrote Greenville, SC, and never received a reply. Hence we hope someone 
near a Creen-ville will check out these tokens. 

***** 

I was informed on November 24 by our printer in North Carolina that the 
1990 Supplements to the Atwood-Coffee Catalogue were ready to be shipped. So 
they probably went out today, by UPS, and I expect them to be here no later 
than December 3. I'll mail copies to everyone who ordered one, by First Class 
Mail, as soon thereafter as I can get them out. So barring some disaster you 
should expect to receive yoxir copy not long after you get this copy of The Fare 
Box, I ordered 750 of them (700 bound; 50 loose-leaf), and so we still have 
about 250 unsold copies available. If you haven't ordered one, you may do so 
by sending the Editor $6.00 at the Boston address (this includes postage). Spec- 
ify bound or loose-leaf. This is a bargain for an 84-page booklet that updates 
Volume I of the Atwood-Coffee Catalogue from July, 1982, through July, 1990. 

Joel Reznick found a nice unlisted maverick in the Maurice Steiblin collection, 
which Joel is now auctioning off for the family. The token in question is 
aluminum, 19mm, inscribed WEST SIDE / BUS LINE / (STAR) // GOOD FOR / 
1 / RIDE It doesn't ring a bell with me. If you recognize it let me know. Also 
found, a pattern like MA 998 M, but definitely brass and not bronze. Also found 
were several of MA 550 P but with all wording obliterated except ONE FARE. I 
don't know if this was done by the company or what. And several of MA 550 
C, but with a groove around the edge, instead of either reeding or plain. 
Interesting tokens . 

Burr Carrington writes that he attended the American Public Transit Associ- 
ation Convention in Houston, and learned that Houston Metro apparently is not 
pleased with the way TX 445 N tokens are discoloring, "They were in the 
process," he writes, "of soliciting bids for an additional run of 'identical' pieces 
of a bronze aEoy." He also "visited the Peoplemover installation at Las Collnas 
outside of Dallas and found the token vendors shut down and the turnstiles open. 
There is now no fare charged on the AGT except for Sundays, and then it's $2.00 
cash at the 'downtown' Bell Tower station only. The water taxis charge a flat 
$2.00 cash at all times. So no TX 460 A in use at all." And in Baltimore, he 
"tried to track down the MD 60 AY which I am missing from my collection. They 
are still using the 1919 United Railways 60 AM for adult fare tho' I did not have 
the chance to answer my own question about whether the other nearly identical 
Issues (AI,AJ) are also to be found in use. However, no one, even within the 
MTA, was aware of 60 AY, which I had assumed was supplanting 60 AM. As 
60 AY was reported before I joined, I don’t know its story. On the rumor level, 
it was said that the MTA is trying to eliminated the senior citizen token fare 
(all 23mm brass vara, are used Interchangeably) so they can use that format 
for 'something else.*" 

Finally, MARTA in Atlanta on July 1 raised cash fare from 85^ to $1, and 
tokens (GA 60 AD) from 10 for $8 to 10 for $9.50, according to a clipping sent 
in by John DeLoach .

"Last Saturday morning [i.e. on November > 24 ]| at 8:15 a.m., somewhere around the 
northern borders of MD & DE, I came across a roadside flea market trying to set up 
in a gusty wind situation. Plastic toys, papers, baby clothes being blown around 
among flying table covers.

The brass token has a white metal center, and on its reverse is a scene of a rapid 
transit station showing an elevated train and a bus. It's one of the neatest tokens 
to be issued in some years. I am confident we shall have no trouble obtaining 
a supply for our New Issues Service. 1 made a photocopy of the obverse and will 
put it below (exact size). The reverse didn't reproduce well enough. Notice how 
many new tokens, chiefly from large cities, are now being made bi-metal. These 
make a nice category by themselves. 



To the right of the Miami token is a photocopy of a rubbing sent in by J.L. 
Hargett. This is a glorious, previously unlisted, blue celluloid from Pittsburg, 
Kansas. The company la listed in an 1891 Polk Directory. Both sides of the token 
are the same. J.L. also found a 30mm aluminum lOc denomination (previously unlisted) 
of the Muskogee & Clarksville Bridge Company token (like OK 590 A) . Unfortunately 
the photocopy he sent isn't good enough to reproduce here. 

There's a new token in use in Phoenix, according to the latest issue of METRO 
Magazine sent in by R.E, Thompson. The magazine shows an enlarged drawing of one 
side of the token, which Is reproduced to the left below. Tokens are sold in packs 
of 20 for $8. I don't know its size of metal or what it has on the back, but I am 
confident we'll get a supply for our New Issues Service.

The Massachusetts pattern was found In the collection of late AVA member 
Maurice Steiblin. This is MA 550 G but struck in brass. We already have a listing 
in bronze, MA 998 M. 

We lack any background information on the Boonville, MO, listing. This is 
the 4th new listing of a depotel type token from this town in recent years. 

The Unidentified 232 was also in the Steiblin collection. Since he also owned 
several Massachusetts census tokens, we wonder if this might be from that state, 
or from New England. 

We listed an old obsolete token from Bellevue, WA, in the September 
supplement. The listed token, once owned by the late Byron Johnson, has a B-sc 
in the center. Now Del Cushing of Seattle reports owning the same token but 
without the B-sc. If several more should show up and show some wear, 1 think 
this was warrant a separate listing. Until then we'll hold off because it may be 
an Unpunched Solid error. But in any case a very nice token. 

Jerry Hilton sends a rubbing of a brass Sq Sd 25mm BUS.McDANIELS/Good 
For 5C in Trade. With the period after BUS., we doubt if this is a transportation 
token. Does anyone recognize this token?

CAHAPTMS-3055-E 
will be supplied to the mosbershlp. You will notice that the cost of this 
token (and probably all others In the future) will be costly. Alan m&t pay 
$1.08 for the tokens. Along with Alan's letter, was enclosed a copy of his 
hometown newspaper the TORONTO STAR. The lead story was "PARKING HORROR STORY* 
8 1/2 HOURS- -$51.0011 1 The body of the story tells of some parking lots In 
downtown Toronto charging $3.00 per half hour} at others, a $16-a-day feej 
another lot charges $18 per day, and at the Wellington street lot, the parking 
fee Is a stupendous $51 per dayll At those rates, the parking charge would be 
greater than yoUr car monthly payments! 

Sahlberg Safety & Supply was at one time In the business of supplying Parking 
Gate equipment. Their main office Is located In Seattle, WA. I have been In 
contact with them, but they have been out of the parking gate business for ten 
to fifteen years. No tokens are left so writing Is useless. The tokens were 
offered to customers who did not care to spend for personalized tokens.
